A  board  of  cottmiseioners,  to  be  appointed 
as  herein  after  provided,  to  ^^onsist  of  three  citieens  of 
the  United  States,  and  of  citizens  who  shall  at  any  time 
hereafter  be  appointed  in  their  place,  or  in  the  place  of 
any  of  them,  is  hereby  created,  who  shall  have  the  power 
and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  :

AN  ACT  to  amend  *^An  act  to  incorporate 
the  village  of  Cambridge/'  passed  April  six- 
teenth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and 
the  sever^  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Passed  May  3,  1869;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  tlie  State  of  New  Yorh^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  encict  as  follows  : 

SECrnoN  1.  Section  twenty-nine  of  "An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  village  of  Cambridge,"  passed  April  sixteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

^  29.  The  tax  payers  whose  names  appear  on  the  last 
assessment  roll  of  the  village  after  the  first  assessment 
shall  hereafter  be  made,  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  first 
assessment  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  the  tax 
payers  whose  names  appear  on  the  last  assessment  rolls 
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of  the  several  towns  in  which  said  village  is  located,  and 
who  are  at  the  time  residents  of  the  said  village,  at  the 
annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  village  officers,  or  at 
any  special  meeting  duly  called,  specifying  the  object  of 
said  meeting,  may,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  tax 
payers  voting  at  such  election,  authorize  the  trustees  to 
raise  a  sum  by  tax,  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dol- 
lars for  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  over  and 
above  the  highway  tax,. for  makmg  any  improvements 
and  for  contingent  expenses  in  said  village,  which  three- 
fifths  of  the  said  trustees  shall  deem  proper  and  neces« 
sary ;  and  the  said  trustees  shall  apportion  the  sum  to  tu;  how 
be  raised  upon  the  taxable  property  of  said  village  as  uo^ed. 
the  same  shall  appear  from  the  assessment  roll  made  by 
the  assessors  of  said  village  in  each  and  every  year.

And  in  case  any  building  viii«ge 
situate  in  said  village  shall  be  destroyed  by  fire  or  other-  ^S^^ 
wise,  or  in  case  any  building  shall  be  erected  or  repair-  JJJJa'ta  "* 
ed  in  said  village,  or  any  real  estate  shall  change  owners  <»•«■• 
after  the  completion  of  the  assessment  roll  or  rolls  of 
said  towns,  and  before  completing  the  assessment  roll 
of  said  village  in  each  and  every  year,  or  in  case  any 
real  estate  or  other  property  shall  be  omitted  from  the 
roll  or  rolls  of  said  town  assessors,  then,  and  in  either 
case,  the  said  village  assessors  may  deduct  therefrom  or 
add  to  their  assessment  rolls  the  proper  names  and  valu- 
ation as  in  their  judgment  shall  be  just  and  equitable. 
They  shall  perform  said  duties  and  complete  said  rolls  Beriewof 
between  the  first  Tuesday  and  the  twentieth  day  of  May  l^' 
in  each  and  every  year,  and  shall  give  six  day's  notice

Tlie  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  Yorkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a^  follows : 

SscmoK  1.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  November, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  residing  in  the  town  of  East  Hampton 
or  Southampton,  Sufifblk  county,  to  use  on  the  public 
highways  of  either  of  said  towns  any  wagon,  cart,  car- 
riage or  vehicle  of  any  description  of  a  greater  width 
of  track  than  five  feet. 

§  2.  Whoever  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
except  in  transient  travelers  from  other  localities,  for 
every  such  offense  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  as  a  penalty  therefor. 

§  8r  Suits  for  the  recovery  of  the  penalties  imposed 
by  this  act  may  be  brought  by  any  person  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  in  either  of  said  towns.    The 
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penalties  reoovered  and  collected  shall  be  paid  one-half 


to  the  pereoQ  by  whom  the  action  is  brought,  and  the  pu«d.*^ 
other  half  to  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town 
wherein  the  action  is  brought,  to  be  bj  them  expended 
on  the  highways  in  said  town. 


Chap.  537. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^*  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  village  of  Mohawk/'  passed 
April  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
fotir.

Passed  May  3,  1869;  three^fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
BencUe  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  present  lot  own-  Fi»t  eiec- 
era,  and  those  hereafter  owning  lots,  and  those  having  ceme^tery 
care  and   charge  of  the   lots  in  the   Mohawk  village  *'°■'•••• 
cemetery,  to  elect  three  trustees,  the  same  to  be  the  ^^jj«*- 
owners  of  lota  in  said  cemetery  and  residents  of  the  vil-  roten. 
lage  of  Mohawk;  the  first  election  of  said  trustees  under 
this  act  shall  take  place  at  the  next  annual  election  of 
charter  officers  in  the  said  village  of  Mohawk.     The  Election 
board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Mohawk  shall  be  the  ST^Jb- 
inspectors  of  said  election,  and  shall  conduct  the  same  ^^^^^'  • 
and  receive  the  votes  of  the  persons  hereinbefore  desig- 
nated as  voters,  and  shall  provide  a  separate  box  in 
which  to  deposit  the  votes  aforesaid,  and  shall  canvass 
the  votes  and  declare  the  result,  the  niinutes  of  which 
proceedipgs  shall  be  recorded  by  the  village  clerk  in 
the  book  of  records,  in  and  for  said  village. 

^2.  The  ballot  shall  contain,  at  the  first  election.  Form  of 
aforesaid,  the  names  of  not  exceeding  three  persons,  all 
of  which  shall  be  lot  owners  and  residents  of  said  vil- 
lage, which  ballot  shall  be  indorsed  *' Cemetery  Trus- 
tees." 

§  3.  The  three  persons  who  shall  each  receive  the  oeeiwa. 
greatest  number  of  votes,  f^hall  be  elected,  and  declared  ji^ouf 
by  the  inspectors  of  election  aforesaid  to  be  duly  elected 
to  the  office  of  trustees  as  aforesaid,  for  the  cemetery 
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aforesaid;  immediately  after  the  canvassing  of  the  rotes 
and  declaring  the  result  as  herein  provided,  the  pre- 
siding officer  at  the  election  aforesaid  shall  write  the 
names  of  each  of  the  trustees  elected  as  aforesaid  upon 
separate  slips  or  pieces  of  paper,  as  near  the  same  size 
as  possible,  and  shall  fold  the  same  up  and  put  theai 
into  a  box  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  shall,  in  the 
presence  oi  the  said  inspectors,  separately  draw  the' 
names  of  the  persons  aforesaid'  from  the  box  aforesaid, 
and  the  name  of  the  first  person  drawn  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  shall  hold  the  office  of  cemetery  trustee  for 
one  year,  the  second  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  the 
term  of  three  years  after  the  said  election  aforesaid. 

§  4.  From  and  afler  the  annual  election  before  men- 
tioned, the  trustees  elected  as  aforesaid  shall  be  the 
trustees  of  the  said  Mohawk  village  cemetery,  and  as 
such  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  charge,  control  and 
management  of  said  cemetery. 

^  5.  Thereafter  there  shall  be  annually  elected  in  the 
village  of  Mohawk  aforesaid,  at  the  annual  election 
aforesaid  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  trustees  of  the  said 
cemetery  to  supply  the  places  of  those  whose  terms,  by 
the  classification  aforesaid,  are  about  to  expire. 

§  6.  The  said  trustees,  after  their  said  election,  shall 
appoint  one  of  their  number  as  a  clerk  of  said  board  of 
cemetery  trustees,  and  another  as  treasurer. 

^  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  appointed  as 
aforesaid,  and  his  successors  in  office,  to  keep  in  a  book 
to  be  provided  by  said  trustees,  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  said  board,  of  all  their  general  and  special 
meetings;  also  to  record  the  name  of  each  lot  owner  and 
the  number  of  the  lot  oWned  by  said  lot  owner,  which 
said  record  shall  be  used  by  the  trustees  of  the  village 
to  determine  who  are  qualified  voters  under  this  act. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  call  all  general 
or  special  meetings  o£  the  trustees  by  giving  at  least  six 
hours'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  gen- 
eral  or  special  meeting. 

^  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  said  board 
of  trustees,  immediately  after  he  is  appointed,  to  give

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
moneys  for  lots  sold  by  said  trustees,  and  all  assess- 
ments made  by  said  trustees  on  owners  of  lots  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  necessary  fencing  said 
grounds,  and  improving  and  taking  care  of  said  cemetery 
and  the  lots,  roadways  and  alleys  thereon,  and  for  con- 
structmg  the  necessary  vaults  and  such  other  expenses 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  said  trustees  for  said 
cemetery,  and  to  pay  for  any  additional  lands  necessary. 
^  10.   The  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  assess 
the  owners  of  lots,  or  persons  having  the  care  of  lots, 
for  the  necessary  expense  of  properly  keeping  in  repair 
and  improving  said  lots,  provided  that  no  special  im- 
provements on  any  particular  lot  shall  be  chargeable  on 
other  lots.     Said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  con- 
'tract  for  and  incur  an  indebtedness  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  an  addition  to  the  cemetery,  and  shall  lay  out 
the  same  in  lots  and  shall  procure  a  map  of  said  addition 
and  of  the  present  cemetery,  to  be  made  by  a  compe- 
tent civil  engineer,  who  shall  plat  and  number  the  lots 
in  said  cemetery,  which  same  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
county  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Herkimer. 

^  11.  The  trustees  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  fix 
the  price  at  which  they  will  sell  any  lot  or  lots,  and  all 
expense  of  grading,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  pur- 
chaser, and  said  clerk  of  said  cemetery  trustees  shall,  in 
the  name  of  said  board  of  cemetery  trustees,  give  and 
deliver  deeds  of  the  lots  so  sold. 

§  12.  The  trustees  herein  mentioned  shall  have  the 

full  control  and  management  of  the  present  cemetery, 

as  well  as  of  all  or  any  additions  that  may  be  made 

thereto,  and,  whenever  the  said  trustees  shall  deem  it 

necessary  to  purchase  any  additional  land  for  cemetery 

me  and  purposes,   they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 

Jaid  out,  and  a  map  of  said  additions,  with  the  number 

of  each  lot  thereon,  to  be  filed  as  aforesaid,  and  they

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  town  auditors  of  the 
town  of  Ellington,  Chautauqua  county,  to 
audit  the  accounts,  costs  and  damages  of  the 
late  commissioners  of  highways  of  said  town.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  board  of  town  auditors  of  the  town, 
of  Ellington,  county  of  Chautauqua,  is  hereby  autho- 
rized  to  audit  the  amount  of  the  expenses,  costs  and 
damages  that  accrued  to  Joel  Slater,  George  Andersoir 
and  Augustus  Rice,  late  commissioners  of  highways  of 
said  town,  by  reason  of  a  suit  of  injunction  brought  by 
said  commissioners  in  their  name  of  office  against  George 
T.  Champlain,  to  prevent  or  restrain  said  Champlain 
from  turning  the  waters  of  Clear  creek  into  the  public 
highway,  known  as  the  Clear  Creek  road,  which  obstruc- 
tion to  turn  the  waters  as  aforesaid  was  in  process  of 
constructibn  at  and  before  the  time  of  serrice  of  said 
injunction.

The  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  are  condiiioos, 
hereby  authorized  to  vacate  a  certain  patent,  issued  on  which

Franklin,  forty  chains  north  from  the  southeast  comer 
of  said  lot  number  fifty-seven,  and  running  from  thence 
east  parallel  to  the  sooth  line  of  lot  number  fifty-eight,

4.  For  procuring  the  necessary  blank  books  and  forms, 
paper  and  book-cases  fbr  the  use  of  the  clerk  and  other 
officers,  and  for  the  rent  of  a  room  and  furniture,  fuel* and " 
lights  for  the  meetings  of  the  trustees,  and  of  the  annual 
and  special  meetings  of  the  inhabitants. 

5.  For  prosecuting  and  defending  aetions  in  which 
the  village  is  a  party,  or  boond  to  indemnify  a  paity,  and 
for  other  services  requiring  legal  skill. 

6.  For  necessary  advances  fbr  making  sidewalks,*  or 
for  abating  nuisances,  after  such  proceedings  have  been 
had  as  to  make  such  expenses  a  lien  upon  real  property, 
upon  failure  of  the  owners  to  comply  with  the  directions 
of  the  trustees  in  respect  thereto. 

7.  For  maintaining  and  keeping  in  repair  fire  engines, 
fire  hooks  and  ladders,  and  other  necessary  apparatus 
for  extinguishing  fire. 

8.  For  maintaining  and  keeping  in  repair  necessary 
engine  houses,  and  for  hiring  a  suitable  place  for  that 
purpose.

When  a  nuisance  Notice  to 
shall  be  declared  to  exist  on  any  lot  o^  piece  of  ground  S^.*^*^ 
and  required  to  be  removed  or  abated,  such  reasonable 
notice  as  the  trustees  may  direct,  allowing  sufficient  time 
for  the  removal  or  abatement,  in  no  case  to  exceed  twenty

ment shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  certified  and  de- 
livered to  the  trustees  and  filed  and  kept  with  the  clerk 
of  the  village.

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§  83.  The  jstreet  commisaioner  shall  have  the  oare  and  street 
sopenrision  of  the  streets  and  highways  within  the  vil-  ^^m 
lage,  to  keep  them  in  good  repair  and  opudition  and  or  tirMiiu 
dear  of  obstnictiom,  and  shall  be  aabject  to  the  con- 
trol and  ctirection  of  the  trustees*     Such  eoroniissioner  HitdatiM. 
ako  shall  have  power^  when  directed  by  the  trustees,  to 
caose  to  be  worked  and  improved  any  of  the  roads  or 
highways  in  the  t^wn  uf  Chateaugay  leading  to  the  vil- 
lage.    It  ecbttll  be  bis  duty,  as  early  as  practicable  after  AmmAi  n- 
his  ajlpointnient,  in  each  year  to  iDspecl  all  the  streets 
snd  higrhways  in  the  village,  and  to  report  to  the  trus- 
tees upoa  their  condition,  showing  what  iiaprovenionts 
and  repairs  are  necessary,  with  an  estimate  of  the  ag- 
gregate expenses.

«  ^  24.  The  eompensaticm  of  the  street  comniissioner  ^>**°^ 
shall  be  determined  by  the  trustees,  at  a  specified  sum 
for  each  day  actually  and  necessarily  spent  ia  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  or  by  some  other  fixed  rate  of  com- 
peosationy  and  his  account  for  serrioes  shall  be  verified  ^J^!!^' 
and  audited  as  other  charges  against  the  corporation  are 
required  to  ^e  verified  and  audited,  and  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  highway  assessment  fund;  but  such  compen- 
Bation  shall  not,  in  the  aggregate  amount  thereof,  in  any 
year  exceed  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  col- 
lected on  the  highway  assessment.    It  shall  be  the  duty  Annual  ro- 
of the  street  commissioner,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  mJmi^es- 
annual  election  in  each  year,  to  report  in  writing  to  the  ^^^ 
president  of  the  village,  showing  the  whole  amount  of 
money  expended  for  highway  labor,  or  in  improving  or 
repairing  streets  and  highways  during  the  past  year^ 
specifying  the  highways  or  streets,  the  particular  work 
or  improvements,  and  stating  the  condition  of  the  streets. 
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with  his  opinion  of  the  repairs  and  improvements  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  the  estimated  expense. 

§  25.  All  taxes  and  assessments  made  under  this  act 
may  be  collected  under  a  warrant  for  that  purpose,  to 
be  issued  by  the  trustees,  to  be  returned  to  them  within 
sixty  days  after  the  receipt  thereof  by  the  collector, 
with  bis  certificate  showing  his  collections  thereon. 
The  collector  shall  be  invested  with  the  same  powers 
and  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  and  fees  in 
respect  thereof,  as  the  collector^of  taxes  in  a  town,  and 
shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  and  shall,  within  the  time  fixed  for 
the  return  of  his  warrant,  pay  over  to  the  treasurer'  all 
moneys  collected  by  him. 

^  26.  In  case  the  collector  shall  fail  to  collect  'the 
whole  amount  of  any  tax  or  assessment,  for  the  collec- 
tion of  which  a  warrant  may  have  been  issued  to  him, 
the  same  may  be  renewed  for  thirty  days,  and  such 
renewal  may  be  repeated ;  but  upon  any  renewal,  a 
notice  by  the  collector  shall  not  be  requisite  as  on  an 
original  warrant,  nor  shall  any  such  renewal  be  construed 
to  discharge  or  exonerate  the  collector,  or  his  sui*eties, 
from  any  liability  incurred  on  the  original  warrant,  or 
on  any  prior  renewal  thereof;  but  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tiou  shall  give  authority  or  sanction  to  the  collector,  to 
retain  in  his  possession  any  taxes  which  may  have  been 
by  him  collected  for  town,  village,  county  or  State 
purposes. 

§  27.  If  any  assessment  or  tax  of  any  person  or  any 
property  shall  fail  to  be  collected,  the  assessors  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall  add  the  amount  thereof  to  the  assesd- 
ment  of  the  same  person  or  property  for  that  year.  If 
any  property  of  a  non-resident  shall  be  insufficiently 
described  to  enable  a  sale  thereof  to  be  made,  the  assess- 
ors who  made  the  same  may  alter  or  correct  the  descrip- 
tion at  any  time  during  the  year.  All  taxes  and  asi^^ss- 
ments  on  property  of  persons  not  resident  in  the  village 
shall  bo  liens  on  the  lots  or  pieces  of  land  assessed  or 
taxed,  when  properly  descTibed. 

§  28.  The  treasurer  shall  receive,  keep  and  disburse 
the  funds  of  the  village.  He  shall  keep  proper  accounts 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out,  referring  in  his 
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Ciltries  of  payment  to  the  Touchers  by  number,  and 
stating  the  name  of  the  pereon  to  whom  payment  was 
made»  and  if  to  an  asaignee,  the  name  of  the  person  to 
vhom  the  claim  was  allowed*    A  separate  account  shall  f^^^ 
be  kept  of  all  moneys  raised  for  the  ordinary  expense  account. 
o!  the  T-illage  by  tax,  including  in  the  same  all  receipts 
ftom   licenaes  and  other  sources  (except  as   hereafter 
^coepted) ;  this  will  be  known  as  the  general  f mid.     A 
separate  account  shall  also  be  kept  of  the  receipts  from  ^^^ 
taxes  and  assessments  for  any  special  purpose  ;  another 
lor  the  fire  department,  in  which  accounts,  respectively, 
the  receipts  and  disbursements,  proper  to  each,  shall  be 
duly  entered. 

^  29.  The  treasurer's  books  shall  be  at  all  times  sub-  Treat. 
jeet  to  the  examinatiott  of  any  voter  of  sMd  village,  and  ^kt  tob* 
the  treasurer  shall  prepare,  and  ten  days  before   the  aD^ti<»!* 
annual  meeting  present  to  the  president  a  statement 
ahowing  the  condition  of  every  fund,  (he  state  of  the 
Tillage  accounts,  and  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  Annual 
the  same,  and  when  and  to  whom  moneys  have  been  repSn. 
pud  during  the  preoeding  year.    It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  pay  on  presentment  all  claims  duly  allowed  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  out  of  the  proper  fund,  and,  if  there 
be  no  fimd  out  of  which  it  can  be  paid,  to  make  an 
entry  on  the  claim,  stating  presentment  and  non-pay- 
ment and  the  reason  therefor.    He  shall  also  pay  over  pavment 
to  bis  successor  in  office  after  he  shall  have  taken  the  ^  .tlL^"^ 
oath  and  given  the  security  required  by  this  act,  and  ««««• 
not  before,  all  balances  of  money  received  but  not  legally 
disbursed,  and  deliver  to  him  the  books  and  papers  of 
his  offiee.

L  The  claim  shall  be  in  writing  showing  the  nature  ^^^ 
thereof,  and  when  comprising  several  items,  specifying  in  uenw 
them,  a»d  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  claim-  SSd/*"* 
ant  or  of  some  other  person,  to  the  effect  that  the  services 
were  rendered,  or  the  disbursements  made,  or  otherwise 
proving  the  facts  constituting  the  claim,  and  that  no  pay- 
ment has  been  made  thereon,  or,  if  any,  how  much.  The 
president  or  aoy  trustee  may  administer  the  oath. 
8.  The  claim  so  verified  shall  be  presented  to  the  '^^^ 
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board  of  trustees  and  allowed  by  resolution,  entered  in 
the  journal  for  such  sum,  if  any,  as  the  trustees  shall  be 
satisfied  is  justly  and  legally  due  from  the  Village 
thereon,  stating  the  fund  out  of  which  it  shall  be  payable. 

3.  The  allowance  of  the  claim,  with  the  date  when 
allowed  and  the  fund  out  of  which  it  is  payable,  shall 
be  entered  on  or  attiichod  thereto  by  the  clerk,  and  a 
registry  thereof  made  by  him  referring  to  a  number 
marked  thereon. 

4.  The  claim  when  so  allowed  and  certified  shall  be 
paid  by  the  treasurer  out  of  the  proper  fund,  and  no 
other,  and  then  filed  in  his  o£Bce  and  the  proper  entry 
thereof  made  at  the  time  by  him. 

§  31.  The  street  commissioner,  collector  and  treasurer, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
and  within  six  days  after  their  appointment,  shall  each 
give  security  by  an  undertaking  in  writing,  with  at  least 
two  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  a  resolution  of 
the  trustees,  to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office.  The  undertaking  when  so  ap- 
proved shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  and  filed  in  his 
office. 

§  32.  Any  officer  of  the  village  who  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act  may  receive  any  money  raised  or  collected 
pursuant  to  its  pravisions  or  under  color  or  pretense 
thereof,  and  w^o  shall  lend  the  s^me  or  otherwise 
appropriate  the  same  to  his  own  use  or  that  of  another 
in  violation  of  bin  duty,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  may  be  punished  by  fine  and  im- 
pi-isonment. 

^  33.  The  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction -of  the  trustees,  shall  have  the 
general  management  and  control  of  the  fire  department 
of  the  village,  he  shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be 
his  duty : 

1.  To  see  that  the  public  cisterns  and  other  means  of 
providing  water,  the  fire  engines,  hose,  the  hooks  and 
ladders  and  other  means  and  apparatus  for  the  preven- 
tion  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  are  at  all  times  in 
proper  condition. 

2.  To  be  present  at  fires  of  buildings  and  to  take  the 
chief  management  and  direction  of  the  fire  companies. 
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8.  To  enter  any  building  i^hen  he  has  reason  to  ap-  Ezaniim- 
yrehend  that  any  fireplace,  stove  iur  pipe,  or  ashes  are  bSSi^f. 
in  a  dangerous  or  insecure*  condition,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  niade  safe. 

§  34.  The  clerk  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  trus-  ^{^jjf^ 

tees,  and  the  annual  and  special  meetings  of  the  village,  hudatiet. 

and  record  in  a  book,  known  as  the  journal  of  the  village, 

all  resolutions,  ordinances,  by-laws^  directions  and  other 

determinations  adopted  at  such  meetings,  including  the 

election  df  officers,  with  their  oaths  of  office ;  he  shall. 

also  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  known  as  the  clerk's  minutes, 

a  memorandum  of  all  notices  served  by  htm,  stating  the 

time  and  manner  of  service,  with  any  other  minutes 

directed  by  this  act  to  be  kept  by  him ;  he  shall  serve 

all  notices,  and  file  all  papers  required  by  the  trustees, 

or  by  this  act,  make  copies  of  assessment  rolls,  tax  lists 

and  other  papers-  required  by  the  trustees  or  president, 

and  keep  in  good  order  the  books  and  paperi9  pertaining 

to  his  office. 

§  35.  The  police  constable  shall  have  the  powers,  poiiee  ooa- 
within  the  village,  of  a  constable  of  the  town,  and  shall  iu't^M  alldr 
be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities,  and  shall  {{J,^^ 
give  security  in  the  same  manner,  to  be  approved  by 
the  trustees,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village.  It 
shall  be  his  especial  duty  to  see  that  the  police  regula- 
lions  of  the  village  are  observed,  and  to  discover  and 
report  to  the  president  and  trustees  all  violations  there- 
of; he  shall  have  power,  without  process,  to  arrest  and 
bring  before  a  magistrate  persons  guilty,  in  his  presence, 
of  violating  the  public  peace,  or  any  village  ordinance 
or  by-law  for  the  preserving  of  piibKc  order  or  decorum, 
and  he  may,  likewise,  take  into  custody  any  person 
intoxicated,  so  as  to  be  unable  to  take  care  of  himself, 
and  keep  him  in  a  proper  place  provided  by  the  trus- 
tees, until  provided  for  by  his  friends  or  able  to  take 
caie  of  himself,  and  every  such  arrest  shall  be  imme- 
diately reported  in  writing,  stating  the  cause  of  arrest 
by  him  to  the  president  of  the  village,  and  to  a  magis- 
trate. The  police  constable  shall  be  entitled  to  the  Hisreet. 
same  fees  3s  other  constables  for  similar  services. 
Deputy  police  constables  may  be  appointed  by  the  trus-  , 
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tees,  for  any  special  service  or  occasion  to  have  no  fees, 
but  to  be  paid  a  stated  sum  for  each  day's  services  as 
such,  but  with  no  power  to  serve  civil  process. 

§  36.  When  notice  is  required  to  be  given  by  this  act 
to  owners  of  property,  it  may  be  served  by  delivering 
a -copy  personally  to  the  owner,  or  if  he  be  absent  from 
home,  by  leaving  such  copy  at  his  residence,  with  a 
person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion.  When  the  owner 
resides  out  of  the  village,  notice  to  him  may  be  served 
OD  his  tenants  in  possession,  or,  when  the  premises  are 
unoccupied,  on  his  agent. .  If  notice  of  such  agency,  sub- 
scribed by  the  owner,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  village  in  other  cases,  notice  may  be  served 
by  publishing  the  same,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  trus- 
tees, in  a  newspaper,  printed  in  the  county  of  Franklin, 
to  be  designated  by  them,  addressed  to  the  owner  by 
name,  or,  generally,  to  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  piece  of 
ground  affected,  and  describing  the  same.  An  affidavit 
by  the  clerk,  stating  the  service  of  such  notice,  and  spe- 
cifying the  manner  thereof,  filed  in  his  office  within  ten 
days  after  the  service  with  a  memorandum  thereof  made 
in  his  book  of  minutes,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence 
of  such  service.  Notice  to  the  owner  shall,  in  all  cases^ 
be  deemed.notice  to  the  incumbrancers,  so  far  as  their 
interests  are  involved  in  the  proceedings. 

§  37.  When  a  tax  or  assessment  which  is  a  lien  on  a 
lot  or  piece  of  ground  shall  be  returned  by  the  collector 
unsatisfied,  or  when  a  lien  upon  a  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
shall  arise  from  default  of  the  owner  to  make  or  repair 
a  sidewalk,  or  abate  a  nuisance,  it  may  be  enforced  by 
an  order  of  the  trustees,  directing  the  lot  or  piece  of 
ground  to  be  leased  for  a  time  sufficient  to  pay  the 
lien  and  interest,  and  costs  and  expenses.  The  order 
shall  describe  the  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  and  the  trus- 
tees shall  estimate  therein,  according  to  their  best  judg- 
ment, the  length  of  time  for  which  the  use  of  the  lot  or 
piece  of  ground  will  be  worth  the  amount  required  to 
be  raised,  with  interest,  costs  and  expenses. 

§  38.  Upon  such  order  the  president  shall  cause  a 
notice  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in  the  village, 
and  in  case  the  owner  of  said  lot  or  lots  be  a  non-resi- 
dent, then  said  notice  shall  be  published  for  three  sac- 
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eessive  weeks  iu  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  of 
Franklin,  stating  the  amount  required,  including  interest 
to  the  time  of  the  first  publication,  and  designating  the 
time  and  place  when  the  lot  or  piece  of  ground  will  be 
leased  at  public  auction  to  pay  the  same ;  after  such  i 

notice,  payment  thereof  with  interest  and  cost  of  adver- 
tisuig,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  for  each  lot  or  parcel, 
may  be  made  at  any  time  before  the  property  is  struck 
oC     If  payment  be  not  made,  the  president  shall  cause  Manner  ot 
the  property  to  be  leased  to  the  person  and  his  assigns  ***•»"»• 
who  will  take  the  same  for  the  shortest  term,  and  will 
pay  therefor  the  amount  required,  with  interest,  costs 
and  expenses.     Such  term  shall  in  no  case  exceed  double  i^««  . 
the  time  estimated  by  the  trustees  in  the  order  requiring  pcm^oiL 
the  property  to-  be  leased,  but  the  time  which  shall 
elapse  after  the  sale,  before  possession  obtained,  reason- 
able diligence  for  that  purpose  being  used,  shall  ^consti- 
tute no  part  of  the  term.     Such  lessee  shall  have  the 
same  remedies  to  obtain  possession,  if  withheld,  as  a 
^purchaser  under  execution  on  a  sheriff's  sale,  after  title 
is  perfected. 

\  39.  An  affidavit  of  the  president,  or  of  any  person  AiBdaTitor 
who  may »  under  his  direction,  act  as  an  auctioueer,  stat*  fii^t^ow 
ing  the  facts  of  the  public  sale,  specifying  the  time  and  ^'-'^' 
place  thereof,  the  amount  raised,  and  the  length  of  time 
for  which  the  property  was  struck  off,  shall  be  made 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  and  a  note  thereof 
made  iu  the  clerk's  book  of  entries. 

^  40.  After  the  sale,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  Ri|htof 
the  clerk  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  if  he  be  a  resi-  [2,^  ™'** 
dent  of  the  village,  stating  the  length  of  time  for  which 
the  same  was  let,  and  the  sum  for  which  it  was  let,  and 
stating  that  when  it  be  redeemed  by  the  payment  of  such 
snm,  and  ten  per  cent  in  addition  to  the  treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  the  purchaser,  within  thirty  days  after 
service  of  such  notice,  a  lease  will  be  executed  by  the 
president  to  the  lessee.     After  thirty  days  from  the  ser-  Ezecation 
vice  of  such  notice  a  lease  may  be  executed  of  the  prop-  <>^  *••»•• 
erty  to  the  person  to  whom  it  was  struck  off  or  his  as- 
fl^ns,  for  the  term  for  which  it  was  struck  off,  briefly 
refen'ing  to  the  non-payment  of  the  tax  assessment,  or 
other  lien.     If  the  owner  of  such  lot  or  lots  be  a  non- 
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resident  of  the  village,  such  notice  may  be  given  by 
publishing  the  same  for  at  least  three  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  county  of  Franklin.  Said  news- 
paper to  be  designated  by  the  trustees.  The  lease  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  that  all  the  proceedings  creat- 
ing the  lien,  and  for  the  enforcement  thereof,  to  and 
including  the  lease,  have  been  regular  and  according 
to  law. 

§  41.  Leases,  contracts,  obligations  and  other  instrii< 
ments  on  the  part  of  the  said  village,  and  binding  the 
same,  when  prop^  may  be  executed  by  the  president  of 
the  village,  substantially  as  follows:  "The  village  of  Cha- 
teaugay,  by  A.  B.,  president.  By  direction  ot  the  trus- 
tees.'' Proof  of  the  handwriting  of  the  president,  and 
that  he  was  such  at  the  time  the  paper  bears  date,  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  of  the  due  execution  thereof. 
Notices,  warrants  and  licenses  may  be  subscribed  by  the 
officers  authorized  to  give  or  issue  them  by  their  proper 
signatures,  adding  thereto  their  designation  of  office. 

§  42.  Actions  may  be  maintained  by  and  against  the. 
village  in  the  same  manner  as  by  and  against  other  cor- 
porations. Actions  for  penalties  may  be  brought  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Chateaugay,  and  it 
shall  not  be  objected  against  a  justice  of  the  peace- or  a 
juror,  in  any  action,  that  he  is  a  resident  of  the  village 
or  subject  to  taxation  therein. 

§  43.  Any  person,  in  said  village,  who  shall  keep  a 
tavei*n  or  grocery,  or  place  where  intoxicating  liquors 
shall  be  sold,  who  shall  sell  or  i'urnish  to  any  habitual 
drunkard  or  person  subject  to  occasional  fits  of  intoxica- 
tion, any  intoxicating  liquor  to  be  drank,  or  which  shall 
be  drank  at  the  time  of  selling  or  furnishing  the  same 
on  the  premises  of  the  person  keeping  such  tavern,  gro- 
cery or  place,  or  elsewhere,  shall  be  subject,  for  each 
and  every  offense,  to  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  and  in  the 
name  of  said  village,  and  to  its  use,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Ghateaugay. 

^  44.  The  overseers  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Cha- 
teaugay,  whose  districts  are  respectively  included,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  the  boundaries  of  said  village,  shall 
continue  to  exercise  their  functions  until  the  first  Mon^ 
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day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  when  their 
foDctions,  as  to  all  highways  and  parts  of  highways,  in 
Bud  village,  shall  cease.     All  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  or  Rep«&L 
orders,  relating  to  the  village  of  Chateatigay,  are  hereby 
repealed;   but  this  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  vested 
right  or  proceeding  taken,  nor  the  validity  of  any  act 
done^ 
^  45.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act. 
^  46.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately;  but  the  Tennaof 
present  officers  of  the  village  shall  hold  their  respective  vma^'oo- 
offices  until  and  including  the  day  of  the  first  meeting  T*' 
and  election  of  officers  under  this  act. 

§  47.  The  boundaries  herein  above,  in  section  number  Boandanot 
one  of  this  act,  are  intended  to,  and  sh'all  include  and  sdi^^*^ 
contain  the  same,  and  all  the  boundaries  of  ^chool  dis-  nS^ 
trict  number  one  of  said  town  of  Chateaugay.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New  York  Burglar 

Insurance  Company. 

Passed  May  8,  1869. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly/,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Samuel  North,  P.  W.  Rhodes,  James  Sut-  corpora- 
ton,  S.  V.  R.  Cooper,  P.  S.  Ely,  Cornelius  A.  Runkle,  '**"• 
La  Mott  W.  Rhodes,  John  E.  Ashe,  Charles  L.  McAr- 
thur,  Jacob  G.  Runkle,  Edward   Hogun,  Charles  Del- 
monico,  Leander  L.  Chaffee,  John  B.  Treinor,  John  E. 
Crowly,   John   Keyser,  Jr.,   and   their   associates,   are 
hereby  created  a   body  corporate,  and  politic   by  the 
name  of  "  The  New  York  Burglar  Insurance  Company,"  corporate 
subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  of  an  act  enti-  r  °*i^.

§  9.  The  trustees  or  chairman  appointed  to  preside  caonus 
It  such  election  shall  canvass  the  votes  given  Uiereat,  ^e^oP'^' 
shall  openly  declare  the  result,  and  shall  make  and  sub-  ^^^^* 
scribe  a  certificate  of  such  canvass,  which. shall  show  the 
whole  number  of  votes  given,  the  number  given  for  each 
person  voted   for,  and  ^e  office  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  voted  for,  which  certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
book  of  records  of  said  village* 

^  10.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  fill  all  vacancies  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  said  offices  (except  that  of  police  jus-  JJi'**"^ 
tioe)  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  during  which  such 
vacancy  shall  occur,  and  may  at  any  time  remove  from 
office  any  person  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  them. 

^  11.  If  any  officer  who  shall  have  been  elected  or  Forfeitare 
appointed  to  any  office  in  the  corporation  (except  the  to  ukf  *^^ 
treasarer  and  collectorV  shall  be  notified  thereof,  shall  oAm.''^ 
for  ten  days  after  receiving  such  notice  neglect  to  take 
and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  sixth 
article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  or  refuse  to  sei*ve 
in  said  ofiSce,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

^12.  The  treasurer,  collector  and  street  commissioner,  official 
brfore  entering  upon  their  official  duties,  shall  severally  ^mln^ 
execute  a  bond  to  the  coi:poration,  iu  such  sums  and  *>*««"• 
with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  trustees,  conditioned  that   they  will  faithfully 
perform  the   duties  of  their  office  respectively,  and 
aeeount  for  and  pay  over  according  to  law  all  moneys 
belonging  to  said  corporation  that  shall  come  to  their 
haods. 

^  13^  The  trustees  shall  form  a  board,  and  shall  meet  Board  or 
within  ten  days  after  such  annual  election,  and  the  *^**^ 
president  of  the  village  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  corporation.    The  trustees  shall  hold  such  stated  stated  and 
meetings  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  special  meet-  m^^ 
iogs  may  be  called  at  any  time  by  the  president,  by  any 
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two  trusteee,  or  by  request  in  writing  of  twenty  electors 
of  said  village.  In  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  dis- 
ability of  the  president,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  in  a 
manner  to  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws  of  such  cor- 
poration. 

^  14.  -The  clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
people  on  business  of  the  corporation,  and  all  meetings 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  record  their  proceedings,  keep 
all  books,  records,  deeds  and  writings  belonging  to  the 
corporation,  and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  on 
demand,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  other  compensation. 

§  15.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on 
the  warrant,  or  order  of  the  president,  or  presiding  officer 
of  tlje  board,  countersigned  by  the  clerk.  He  shall,  at 
each  annual  election,  exhibit  an  account  showing  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  and  the  several  sums  of  money 
which  shall  have  been  received  and  paid  out  by  him 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  shall  deliver  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office  (on  receiving  five  days'  notice  to  that 
effect)  all  the  moneys,  books  and  papers  appertaining 
to  his  office. 

§  16.  The  constable  shall  possess  the  same  power,

of  the  peace  in  the  several  towns  of  said  counties.  He 
shall  have  cognizance  of,  and  shall  have  power  to  hear, 
try  and  determine  all  complaints  and  prosecutions  for 
the  violation  of,  or  for  the  enforcement  or  the  recovery 
of  any  penalty  imposed  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  oif 
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wd  village.    The  said  police  justice  shall  hold  his  office  Term  of 
for  four  yeai^  unless  removed  therefrom  according  to  ^  *** 
kw.    He  shall  be  entitled  to  such  salai*y  as  the  trustees  saiaiy. 
sbdl  from  time  to  time  fix  upon,  not  less  than  fifty  dol- 
lars, nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
which  shall  be  paid  quarterly  from  the  village  treasury. 
He  shall  chaise  and  receive  for  his  services  for  the  use 
of  said  village  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  towns 
receive  for  similar  services.    He  shall  account  to  the  tom- 
beard  of  trustees  for  all  fines,  fees,  penalties  and  costs  k^\^ 
that  miay  be  imposed  and  collected  by  him,  and  shall  ®^^^^' 
pay  the  same  quarterly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village, 
and  each  payment  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement 
in  writing,  containing  a  pailicular  account  of  all  such 
lees  and  perquisites  received  or  earned  by  him  during 
the  preceding  quarter,  which  statement  shall  be  verified 
as  to  its  fullness  and  accuracy  by  his  affidavit  attached 
thereto.     He  shall  also  keep  an  account  of  the  criminal  Account  of 
business  done  by  him,  which  by  the  statutes  of  this  ba!!hiMito 
State  arc  made  a  charge  upon  the  counties  of  Oneida  *"*  •"**'*•** 
and  Madison,  and  shall  render  a  bill  for  the  same,  veri- 
iied  by  his  affidavit  according  to  law ;   and  upon  the 
same  being  audited  by  the  saifl   boards  of  supervisors, 
aad  which  they  are  hereby  requimd  and  empowered  to 
do,  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of 
said  counties  to  the  treasurer  of  the  village  of  Durham- 
ville.

The  assessors  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  AsaesMn 
board  of  trustees  rahrations of  estates,  real  and  personal,  ontM^w- 
Msessments  and  assessment  rolls,  with  apportionment  of  '"*''* '''*^ 
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taxes  annexed  thereto,  whenever  they  shall  be  required 
by  the  trustees  to  do  so»  and  as  herein  provided ;  and 
in  making  such  assessments,  they  shall  be  guided  by 
the  same  principles  of  *  valuation  as  prescribed  by  law 
for  assessors  of  towns  in  this  State. 
S"*^rt  §  20.  The  collector  shall  collect  all  moneys  which 
end  duties,  shall  be  Ordered  by  the  corporation  to  be  raised  by  tax, 
and  which  shall  be  specified  in  any  tax  list  furnished  to 
him  by  the  trustees,  signed  by  a  nmjority  of  them ;  and 
^  he  is  authorized  to  exercise  the  same  powers  and  pursue 
the  same  remedies  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  by  law  ai^e 
given  to  the  collectors  in  the  several  towns  in  this  State. 
Whenever  he  shall  have  received  any  warrant  and  tax 
list  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  he  shall  immediately  there- 
after cause  notices  of  the  acception  thereof  to  be  posted  up 
in  five  public  places  in  the  said  village,  and  so  located 
as  will  be  most  likely  to  give  notice  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  shall  designate  in  such  notices  a  central  and 
convenient  place  in  said  village  where  he  will  attend 
from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  of  each  day,  at  least  fifteen  days,  exclusive 
of  Sundays,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  taxes; 
stnd  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  collector  to  atteud  accx)rd- 
ingly,  and  any  person  may  pay  his  taxes  to  such  collector

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assemble/,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Seoxiok  1.  On  the  application  in  writing  of  twelve  Appoint- 
or more  freeholders,  residents  of  either  of  the  towns  of  t!^^  com. 
Eirkland,  W  estmoreland  and  Borne,  Oneida  county,  it  "'^^"<''*-

Chap.  594. 

AN  ACT  to  pave,  macadamize,  grade  and  widen 
certain  streets  in  the  village  of  Fonda,  and  to 
raise  money  and  appoint  a  superintendent  for 
the  same,  and  for  poll  tax. 

Passed  May  5,  1869  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  George  C.  Simpson,  a  resident  and  free- 
holder of  Fonda,  is  hereby  appointed  and  constituted 
superintendent  of  improvements,  to  regulate,  grade  and 
grade.  (Jraiu  the  street  in  said  village  known  as  the  turnpike, 
from  the  easterly  end  of  the  bndge  that  crosses  the 
Cayadutta  creek  in  said  village,  to  the  easterly  line  of 
the  street  in  said  village  known  as  the  bridge  road,  and 
to  curb  and  pave  with  stone,  that  part  of  the  said  turn- 
pike from  the  easterly  end  of  said  bridge,  across  the 
Cayadutta  creek  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  street  in  said 
village  known  as  Center  street,  and  from  the  northerly 
line  of  the  New  York  Central  £ailroad  to  the  turnpike 
in  Center  street;  and  to  face  with  gravel,  broken  stone 
or  other  hard  substance,  the  remainder  of  the  said  turn- 
pike, from  the  easterly  line  of  said  Center  street  to  the 
easterly  line  of  said  bridge  road,  and  on  said  bridge

the  same  on  AUch  terms  as  the  trustees  idi^W  deem 
expedient 

4.  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants  and  disorderly 
persons,  and  prevent  and  punish  drunkenness  and  dis- 
orderly conduct  in  all  public  streets  and  places,  and  ali

12.  To  establish  and  organize  a  fire  department,  and 
to  r^ulate  the  management,  use  and  protection  of  tb^ 
engines,  hose  carts,  books  and  ladders  belonging  to  said 
village;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  <tf  the  fire, 
hose,  hook  and  ladder  companieSi  and  all  members

resolution  shall  adopt  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof. 
Th^y  may  also  cause  all  or  any  sunken  lands  or  lots  to 
be  filled  up  to  the  grade  of  the  street  in  front  thereof, 
and  cause  drains  and  sewers  to  be  laid  in  any  street  or 
avenue,  provided  that  such  sewer  or  drain  shall  be 
petitioned  for  by  a  majority  of  the  resident  owners  of 
property  on  any  such  street  or  avenue.

tax  or  expenses  specified  in  such  warrant,  the  trustees 
may,  ia  the  corporate  name  of  such  village,  prosecute 
the  pei'son  liable  to  pay  such  tax  or  expenses,  in  any 
court  having  qognizauce  of  such  case,  and  recover  the 
ap)ount  thereof  with  costs.

lot  that  its  locality  can  be  easily  ascertained;  and  it 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  such  tax 
was  assessed,  or  against  whom  such  expenses  shall  be  a 
tax. 

§  85.  Any  lot  or  part  of  a  lot  which  shall  be  so  leased 
may,  at  any  time  from  such  leasing,  be  redeemed  there- 
from,  by  paying  to  the  lessee  the  amount  bid  by  him  on 
such  leasing,  with  interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  cent  per  annum,  from  the  time  of  such  leasing,  or  to 
the  treasurer  of  such  village  for  his  use..  If  the  lesseo 
shall  have  improved  the  premises  so  leased  to  him,  in 
any  manner,  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay  to  him  or  his 
legal  representatives  the  value  of  such  improvements  at 
the  time  of  such  redemption.

§  39.  AH  moneys  raised  in  said  village  for  village  vuiag« 
pur[>ose9,  except  such  as  the  board  of  trustees  are  ^may*' 
herein  authorized  to  make,  incur  or  create,  shall  be  ^^^*  • 
voted  for  by  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  officers  in

yond  the  first  day  of  April  next  succeeding  the  date  of

^  42.  All  tBx  or  assessment  rolls  filed  with  the  clerk 
or  delivered  to  the  collector  shall,  in  all  courts  and 
places,  be  presumptiv^e  evidence  of  the  imposition  of 
the  taxes  therein  contained. 

*§  43.  Upon  receiving  the  tax  i*oll,  the  said  collector 
shall  cause  notice  to  be  posted  in  three  public  places  in 
said  village^  that  the  said  roll  has  been  delivered  to  him 
for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  therein  contained,  and 
that  he  will  be  ready,  at  such  place,  and  on  such  daya 
in  the  week  (which  shall  be  at  least  two)  as  shall  be 
designated  by  him,  betwcfen  nine  and  twelve  o'clock  is 
the  forenoon,  and  two  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon  of  each  day,  for  three  weeks  ensuing  the  first  pub« 
lication  of  such  notice,  to  receive  payment  of  taxes 
thereon  ;  and  that  persons  paying  taxes  within  that 
period  will  be  charged  only  one  per  cent  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof.  The  collector  shall  attend  for  three  weeks

^  46.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  col-  Maj  bring 
led,  by  civil  action,  any  tax  imposed  pursuant  to  the  ^u«ctuz. 
provisions  of  this  act,  against  any  jierson  or  corporation^ 
which  shall  be  returned  by  the  collector  as  unpaid  ;  but 
such  action  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year  after 
such  retuin  by  the  collector.

AN  ACT  to  revise  the  charter  of  the  village  of 

Union  Springs- 
Passed  May  5,  1869;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
BeruUe  ana  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

TITLE  ONE. 

NAlftBS  AND  BOUNDABIES. 

Secttion  1.  The  citizens  of  this  State,  from  time  to  corpomie 
time,  inhabitants  within  the  boundaries  and  limits  men-  °^°^*' 
tioued  in  section  two  of  this  title,  shall  hereafter,  hence- 
forth and  forever  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
fact  and  by  the  name  of  '*  The  Corporation  of  the  village 
of  Union  Springs^"  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  oomplatn  Powers  of 
Aad  defend,  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in  all  courts  ^^^^ 
s&d  phices  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of  actions 
idopt  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  it  at  pleasure, 
and  take,  hold,  purchase,  sell,  assign  and  convey  any 
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personal  and  real  estate  as  the  purposes  of  the  corpora^ 
tion  may  require. 
Yflian  §  2.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Springport,  in  the 
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county  of  Cayuga  and  State  of  New  York,  which  js  oon» 
tained  within  the  following  boundaries  and  limits,  to  wit: 
Beginning  at  the  shore  of  Cayuga  lake,  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  Cayuga  residence  reservation,  being  the 
southwest  corner  of  lot  number  one  hundted  and  three 
of  East  Cayuga  reservation,  and  runs  from  thence  south 
eighty-eight  degrees  east  serenty-nine  chains  and  sixty** 
five  links  to  the  southeast  comer  of  said  lot  number  one 
hundred  and  three ;  thence  north  two  degrees  east  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  chains  and  four  links  to  H.  G. 
Hammond's  south  line;  thence  north  eighty-eight  de« 
grees  west  forty *two  chains  and  fifty-seven  links  to  the

in  his  office,  and  transcripts  from  the  records  of  the  pro^ 
eeedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  certified  by  him  under 
the  co]*porate  seal,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in  likd 
manner  as  if  the  original  were  produced,  and  for  certi- 
fying the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  ten  cents  per 
folio  from  the  person  requiring  the  same.  The  books 
and  papers  under  his  custody  and  control  shall  always 
be  produced  for  inspection  to  any  person  who  may  be 
interested;  he  shall  attend  to  the  publication  of  all  by- 
laws, ordinances  and  notices  as  the  trustees  shall  direct, 
and  notify  all  persons  of  their  election  or  appointment 
to  office  under  this  act,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  trustees  may  allow  to  him  such  sum  for  his  scr- 
vices  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

^  10.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  poll  list  of  the  names  of 
all  persons  voting  at  any  election  for  officers  of  said 
village;  and,  in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  meeting  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  village  authorized  by  this  act,  or 
of  said  trustees,  such  person  as  shall  be  chosen  or  ap^ 
pointed  therefor  by  the  trustees  shall,  on  such  occasions, 
perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  such  clerk. 

§  11.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  directed 
to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  corporation,  and  pay 
out  the  same,  and  shall,  render  an  account  of  the  stated 
of  the  finances  to  the  trustees  whenever  required  by 
them,  and  -shall  deliver  all  moneys,  books,  papers  and 
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property  of  the  corporation  in  hb  bands  to  bis  suoceesor 
on  demand.  No  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
unless  by  a  previous  vote  of  the  trustees,  and  a  check 
of  the  clerk  countersigned  by  the  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  for  the  time  being;  and  the  treasurer  in  his 
settlement  with  the  trustees  shall  be  allowed  for  no 
money?  except  such  as  are  paid  out  as  above,  and  shall  compmsa. 
receive  for  his  compensation  one  per  cent  on  all  moneys 
paid  out  by  him,  which  compensation  shall  be  ordered 
paid  by  said  trustees  on  inspection  of  his  account  if  the 
same  be  found  correct! 

DUTIES  OF  OOLLEOTOB. 

^  12.  The  collector  shall  proced  to  collect  all  the  ^|}««o 
corporation  taxes  in  the  same  manner  and  receive  the  hfs  ^^en 
same  fees,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pi*ovided,  as  town  *°^  ^**** 
collectors,  and  pay  the  said  taxes  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
village  as  fast  as  collected,  and  the  whole  within  sixty 
days  from  the  receipt  of  the  warrant  by  him  (the  said 
treasurer  to  give  the  collector  a  receipt  for  the  same), 
and  the  collector  shall  file  the  treasurer's  receipt  there- 
for with  the  clerk,  together  with  this  warrant  and  tax 
list  annexed  thereto. 

DUriES  OF  POLICE  JUSTICE. 

§  13.  The  police  justices  elected  under  this  act  shall  Jarisdic. 
have  criminal  jurisdiction  over  all  offenses  committed  jiSIUMor. 
within  the  corporation,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  issue  E^^^°'' 
warrants  and  other  process  for  the  apprehension  and 
arrest  of  criminals  charged  with  such  offenses,  upon 
complaint  made  before  him,  and  such  warrant  and  pro- 
cess may  be  executed  anywhere  within  the  county,  and 
he  shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  conduct 
all  examinations,  and  to  hold  courts  of  speoial  sessions  Trials  and 
lor  the  trial  of  such  offenses,  and  possess  all  the  powers  ^I^T 
and  jurisdiction,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  such  court, 
and  commit 'to  the  jail  in  said  county  all  criminals  con* 
yicted  before  him,  and  all  persons  brought  before  him 
charged  with  any  offense  not  triable  before  him,  and  to 
issue  all  process  for  any  violation  of  the  charter  or  by- 
laws of  said  village,  and  have  jurisdiction  of  all  actions    ^ 
arising  therein,  but  shall  have  no  other  civil  jurisdiction. 
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Warrtots  may  be  issued  by  any  jostiee  of  the  peaee  ia 
said  village  for  the  arrest  of  any  criminal,  but  shall  be 
made  returnable  before  the  police  justice,  except  in  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  when  they  may  perform  all 
Hi*  re«8.  the  duties  appeitaiuing  to  their  office.  Said  police  jus- 
tice shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  to  be  audited  and 
paid  in  t{ie  same  manner  as  the  fees  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  for  similar  services. 

DUn£6  Of  FOUGE  OONSTABLE. 

PowjM  ^  14.  The  police  constable  shall  have  power,  and  it 

of  police^  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  order  in  all  public  places  ih 
said  village,  and  to  arrest  all  persons  who  are  present 
or  concerned  in  riotous,  disorderly  or  noisy  assem- 
blages, or  who  break  the  public  peace  or  violate  the 
charter,  regulations  or  by-laws  of  the  village  in  his  pre- 
sence, and  to  convey  them  before  the  police  justice,  and 
in  case  of  the  sickness,  absence  or  inability  of  the  police 
justice,  then  before  any  other  justice  within  the  village, 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law,  and  to  keep  and  retain 
such  persons  in  custody  until  committed  or  discharged. 
Any  person  arrested  by  the  police  constable  after  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening  may  be  kept  by  him  in  custody 
or  confinement  until  nine  o'clock  the  next  day,  and  then 
must  be  brought  up  for  examination.  And  said  police 
constable  shall  have  power  to  execute  any  warrant  or 
Hat  foM.  process  issued  by  justices  of  the  peace.  The  said  police 
constable  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  the  same  com- 
pensation, to  be  audited  and  allowed  in  the  same  man- 
ner, as  town  constables  for  similar  services. 

TITLE  FOUR. 

ASSESSMENTS,  LEVYING  AND  OOLLEOTION  OF  TAXES.

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(except  for  street  expenses)  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  authorized  by  a  rote  of  a  majority  of  the  taxable 
inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified  to  vote  under  this 
act,  present  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  duly  called 
for  that  purpose,  and  no  tax  exceeding  ten  hundred  dol-  Agfrmt« 
lars  shall  be  raised  iix  any  one  year.  u^^ 

§  2.  Whenever  any  tax  shall  have  been  directed  to  be  Taxat, 
levied,  the  trustees  shall  apportion  the  same  ^mong  the  ^mSI^' 
taxable  inhabitants  and  corporations  of  the  said  village, 
and  the  non-resident  owners  of  property  therein,  i:i  con- 
formity, as  nearly  as  practicable,  with  the  provisions  of 
law  in  respect  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  by  town  asses- 
sors; and,  when  their  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  Deiireryor 
reviewed  and  completed,  it  shall  be  the  dut^  of  the  ^mo^!!* 
trustees,  immediately  thereafter,  to  deliver  the  same  to  ul^to^' 
the  village  collector,  with  their  warrant,  under  the  hands 
of  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  directed  to  said  collector, 
cemmanding  him  to  levy  and  collect  the  amount  of  such 
tax  in  the  same  manner  as  waiTants  issued  by  the  board 
of  supervisors  to  the  collector  of  towns,  and  to  make 
return  thereof,  and  to  pay  over  the  money  to  the  treas- 
urer within  sixty  days  after  its  receipt  by  the  said 
collector  of  the  village. 

.  §  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  trustecQ  to  issue  new  Benewai 
warrants  or  to  renew  those  which  may  be  issued  by  them  iI>^SiI?** 
or  their  predecessors,  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  from  ***'' 
time  to  time,  so  often  as  such  warrants  may  be  returned 
uncollected  in  whole  or  in  part,  during  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law,  but  the  renewing  of  any  such  warrant 
shall  in  no  way  affect  the  liability  of  the  collector. 

§  4.  Whenever  any  peraon  or  corporation,  upon  whose  saie  or 
estate  or  property  any  tax  or  highway  work  payable  in  5l5|^iJ' 
money  shall  he  assessed,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  ^^'^ 
the  same,  and  no   personal    property  can   be  found 
whereon  the   same  can  be  levied,  the  collector  shall 
make  return  thereof  to  the  trustees,  who  are  authorized 
to  cause  the  land  or  estate,  on  which  such  tax  or  high- 
way work,  payable  in  money,  was  assessed,  to  be  sold 
^at  public  auction  for  a  term  of  time  for  payment  of  such 
tax,  giving  six  weeks'  notice  of  such  sale  by  advertisement  Notiea 
in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  village,  which  '***"®^ 
notice  shall  contain  a  brief  description  of  the  premises, 
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the  amount  of  tax  or  highway  work,  payable  in  money, 
requiring  the  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the  same  by  the 
Bfann«r  of  day  therein  specified ;  and  if  such  tax  or  highway  work, 
payable  in  money,  be  not  paid  at  the  time  and  place 
apecified  in  such  notice,  the  real  estate  so  advertised 
shall  be  sold,  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  by  the 
collector  or  some  other  person  for  that  purpose  appointed 
by  the  trustees,  to  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  take  it 
for  the  shortest  time  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  or  high- 
wsy  labor,  payable  in  money,  and  interest,  and  the 
expenses  of  such  notice  and  sale ;  but  no  such  sale  shall 
i^^  ^     be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  five  years.

§  6.  Every  inhabitant  of  said  village,  having  in  his  Rifrhti 
possession,  or  under  his  control,  any  real  estate  or  per-  Ji^i*^"*" 
sonal  property,  as  trustee,  guardian,  executor  or  admin-  g^J^i,, 
istrator,  shall  be  deemed  a  taxable  inhabitant  to  the  ^f^^^^'> 
amount  thereof,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  except  taxpayon. 
as  to  the  right  of  voting  at  any  elections,  and  may 
charge  the  tax,  when  paid,  against  the  estate  of  which 
ho  is  trustee  or  guardian,  executor  or  administrator.

the  duties  of  their  district  as  are  given  and  enjoined  '^g**««^ 
iipon  the  overaeers  of  highways,  in  addition  to  the  »eer8of*' 
powers  conferred  upon  them  by  this  act.

such  sidewalks  for  and  on  account  of  such  owner  or 
owners,  the  expenses  of  which  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge 
upon  such  lot,  for  which  such  lot  may  be  advertised  and 
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sold  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  as  is 
provided  in  this  act  in  cases  of  sales  for  non-payment  of 
taxes. 

^  9.  Whenever  any  real  estate  in  the  village  is  owned 
by  two  or  more  persons  jointly,  or  as  tenants  in  com- 
mon, a  ilotice  served  on  one  of  such  persons  shall  be  ^ 
sufficient  notice  to  all  for  any   purposes  requiring  a' 
notice  under  this  act. 

§  10.  The  compensation  due  any  owner  or  owners  for 
the  land  to  be  taken  for  the  uses  and  purposes  set  forth 
in  section  five  of  this  title  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said 
trustees  with  said  owner  or  owners  ;  and,  on  filing  such 
agreement  with  the  clerk,  the  calling  of  a  jury  may  be 
dispensed  with. 

TITLE  SIX. 


Actions  by 
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how 
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MISCELLANEOUS   PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty 
or  forfeiture  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws, 
rules,  resolutions  or  regulations  made  in  pursuance  of 
it,  shall  be  brought  in  the  corporate  name,  and  in  such 
action  it  shall  be  lawful  to  declare  or  complain  generally 
for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  stating  the  section  of  this 
act  or  by-law,  ordinances,  rule,  resolutions  or  regula- 
tions under  which  the  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  claimed, 
and  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence.  The  defend- 
ant may  plead  or  answer,  denying  generally  the  allega- 
tions declared  on  or  complained  of,  and  give  the  special 
matter  in  evidence  also. 

§  2.  The  first  process  in  any  such  action,  brought 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  may  be  by  summons  or 
warrant,  and  execution  may  be  issued  immediately 
thereon  on  the  rendition  of  judgment.  If  the  defendant 
in  any  such  action  has  no  goods  or  chattels,  lands  or  ten- 
ements, wltereof  the  judgment  can  be  collected,  the  exe- 
cution shall  require,  where  it  shall  appear  that  it  was 
for  the  second  offense,  the  defendant  to  be  imprisoned 
in  the  jail  of  Cayuga  county  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
thirty  days. 

^  3.  No  person  shall  be  incompetent  judge,  justice  or 
witness  or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  Inhabitant  or 
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fi:eeholder  in  said  village,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  witneB«««,

§  4.  All  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  vested  in  or  J'/^pjJJJj 
belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  by  the  trustees  of  the  vil-  viifige? 
lage  of  Union  Springs  at  the  time  this  act  shall  take  v^ed. 
effect  as  a  law,  shall  continue  to  be  and  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  vested  in  the  village  of  Union  Springs. 

§5.  All  the  former  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relative  to  the  Repeal.

his  office,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  said 
village  fifty  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 

^  13.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  the 
same  shall  hk  construed  favorably  and  benignly  fbr 
every  beneficial  purpose  therein. 

*§  14.  The  existing  charter  of  the  said  village  is  hereby

tion of  business,  and  also  to  purchase  and  hold  such 
real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  stables,  offices  and 
statiohs  for  the  proper  management  of  such  business. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  permitted  to  sta- 
tion its  cabs  at  such  places  upon  the  streets  in  the  cities 
of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  for  the  conyenieut  access 
of  passengers,  as  may  be  assigned  for  the  purpose  by 
the  respective  mayors  of  said  cities.  The  corporation 
shall  keep  its  cabs  on  hand  at  those  places  at  all  hours 
of  the  day  and  night,  and  shall  be  subject,  in  their  use 
and  management,  to  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in 
force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made  in  reference  to 
the  licensing,  numbering,  control  and  management  of 
said  vehicles.

eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  of  this  State,  entitled  ^'  An 
act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  oorporationa 
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and  to  regulate  the  same/'  passed  April  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplemental  thereto,  so  far  as  applicable 
thereto,  and  whenever  such  proceedii^s  shall  have  been 
had,  the  said  village  shall  become  seized  in  fee  of  the 
land  so  taken  and  appropriated,  or  of  the  rights  acquired 
therein.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  such  trustees  from  purchasing  such 
land  or  any  part  or  rights  therein  or  thereto,  at  such 
price  as  they  may  agree  upon  with  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  fix  and  determine  upon  the 
plan  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  such 
works,  and  thereupon  it  shall  become  the  duty  of  the 
said  board  of  water  commissioners  to  give  public  notice 
in  two  newspapers,  published  in  said  village,  of  the  work 
required  to  be  done  in  such  construction  and  the  speci- 
fications of  the  same,  and  inviting  proposals  to  be  made 
at  a  time  and  place  therein  to  be  mentioned  for  the  per- 
formance of  such  work  or  any  part  of  the- same,  or  for 
the  furnishing  of  the  materials  therefor  or  any  part  of 
the  same.  No  proposals  for  the  doing  of  such  work  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  for  furnishing  such  materials  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  considered  by  said  board,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  them  under  seal,  nor 
unless  the  same  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  signatures 
of  such  sureties  as  the  maker  of  such  proposals  shall 
offer  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  contract  which 
he  shall  make  with  said  board  for  doing  such  work  or 
furnishing  such  material,  and  no  more  than  one  proposal 
sball  be  received  from  the  same  party  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. At  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  such  notice 
the  said  board  shall  asssemble  and  open  such  proposals 
and  determine  whether  any,  and  if  so,  which  of  such  pro- 
posals they  will  accept,  or  they  may  cause  a  new  notice 
to  be  published  as  aforesaid,  or  thereafter  obtain  pro- 
posals for  such  work  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
expedient ;  and  such  board  shall  thereupon  be  author- 
ized to  enter  into  contracts  upon  such  tei^ms  and  con- 
ditions as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  performance  of 
£uch  work  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  furnishing  of  si^ch 
materials  or  any  part  thereof ;  but  no  contract  sball  be 
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made  by  them  with  any  person  for  the  performance  of  Bondi  to 
work  or  the  supply  of  materials,  unless  such  persou  shall  contract, 
give  satisfactory  security  to  said  board  for  the  faithful  ^' 
performance  of  such  contract  according  to  the  terms 
thereof. 

§5.  The  trustees,  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  ^of 
expenses  and  indebtedness  incurred,  or  to  be  incurred,  may  be 
in  constructing  the  water  woirks   and  appurtenances  Mltected' 
thereto  provided  for  by  this  act,  shall  cause   to  be 
assessed,  levied  and  collected  a  sum  sufficient  therefor, 
not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  the  same  mariner 
and  subject -to  the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  said  vill- 
age and  acts  for  that  purpose,  for  the  collection  of  taxes 
within  said  village.

\  7,  The  revenues  received  by  said  village  from  its  Revenues 
inhabitants  for  water  so  supplied,  shall  be  applied  to  n^t^Tow 
the  payment  of  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  main-  "pp"***- 
taining  and  carrying  on  said  water  works  and  managing 
the  same,  and  shall  be  retained  for  that  purpose ;  and  Revenne. 
the  rate  for  supply  of  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  Sccd^c"' 
vilkge  shall  be  such  that  the  revenue  to  be  derived  ^^^' 
ther^rom,  shall  hot  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the 
said  current  expenses  of  maintaining  and  carrying  on 
said  water  works  and  managing  the  same. 

§  8.  The  trustees  of  said  village  are  hereby  author-  ordinances 
ized  and  empowered  to  enact  such  ordinances  as  they  uou'^or^' 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  said  water  JJJJJ^ 
worb,  machiner}%  apparatus,  fixtures  and  other  proper- 
ty from  destruction  or  injury,  and  to  prevent  the  waste 
or  pollution  of  the  water  to  be  supplied  by  said  works.  '   ' 

§  9.  The  said  board  of  coomiissioners  shall  certify  to  water 
the  correctness  of  all  accounts,  claims  or  demands  for  ^{^^''to 
the  construction,  extension  or  repairs  of  said   water  c«rriiy<»c- 
works,  or  for  the  management  thereof,  before  the  same  before 
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shall  be  presented  to  the  trustees  for  audit  and  allow* 
ance,  and  the  said  board  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  July 
in  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  trustees 
shall  require,  make  report  to  the  said  trustees  of  the 
moneys  expended  in  such  construction,  extension  or 
repair  and  management  of  said  water  works,  and  the 
amount  uf  work  done  and  material  furnished, 

^  10.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  change  the

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  provisions  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  in  relation 
to  Life  and  Health  Insurance  Companies. 

Passed  May  6,  18H9. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Asstmdli/,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

SEcnoN  1.  The  provisions  of  the  third  section  of 
chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty4bree  of  the  law«  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  requiring  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  or  directoi-s  of  life  and  health  insurance 
companies  to  be  citizens  of  this  State,  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  applicable  to  such  companies  incorporated 
by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature ;  and  no  greater  num- 
ber than  a  majority,  as  aforesaid,  shall  hereafter  be 
required  to  be  residents  of  this  State. 

\  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  to 
provide  for  the  distribution  of  the  annuity  due 
to  the  Onondaga  Indians/'  passed  May  first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fortj-seven. 

Passed  May  6,  1869  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  Peojde  of  the  Staie  of  New  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aesembly^  do  enact  as  followe  : 

SEcnoN  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1,  The  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  and  direct-  Aimmtr,. 
ed  to  distribute  to  each  of  the  chiefs  or  heads  of  families  {SbliSr 
of  the  Onondaga  Indians,  including  those  on  the  Alle- 
gany and  Cattaraugus  reservations,  an  equal  amount  of 
the  annuity  due  from  the  People  of  the  State  to  the  said 
Indians  for  every  soul  or  individual  of  such  family,  and 
the  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one  or 
more  agents  to  ascertain  the  number  of  Indians  so  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  annuity  and  to  distribute  the  same, 
who  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  such  service  an  compenn^ 
amount  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  l^^Ji 
distributed,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  State. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Chap.  636. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road through  certain  streets  in  the  city  of 
Oswego,  and  in  the  town  of  Scriba,  in  the 
county  of  Oswego. 

Passed  May  6,  1869. 

The  Pedple  of  the  Staie  of  Hew  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Alonzo  H.  Failing,  corporft- 
William  H.   Herrick,   Sylvester  Doolittle,   Henry  L.  »^"- 
Davis,  Thompson  Eingsford,  Abner  C.  Mattoon,  Dewitt 
C.   Boel,   Daniel  L.  Couch,   Maxwell  B.  Richardson, 
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Albert  F.  Smith,  Charles  North  and  Alonson  S.  Page, 
and  those  who  may  be  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  asso- 
dated  with  them,  to  lay  a  railroad  track  with  the  neces- 
sary turnouts  and  switches,  and  to  operate  the  same  in 
and  through  certain  streets  in  the  city  of  Oswego;  com- 
mencing on  East  Second  street  at  or  near  the  intersec- 
tion of  Schuyler  street,  and  running  thence  southerly 
to  Canal  street,  thence  easterly  on  Canal  street  to  Syra- 
cuse avenue,  thence  along  Syracuse  avenue  and  the  river 
road  to  the  entrance  of  the  Riverside  cemetery;  also, 
commencing  on  West  First  street,  at  or  near  the  inter- 
section of  Van  Bureu  street,  running  thence  southerly 
along  said  West  First  street  and  the  river  road  to  the 
high  dam  on  the  Oswego  river;  also,  commencing  on 
Cherry  street,  at  or  near  the  interaection  of  Ludlow 
street,  running  thence  northerly  along  said  Cherry  street 
and  East  Tenth  street  to  Bridge  street,  thence  westerly 
aloi^lg  and  on  Bridge  street  and  across*  the  river  bridge 
to,  at  or  jQoar  the  intersection  of  West  Bridge  and  Seneca 
streets. 

^  2.  The  tra^k  of  the  said  road  shall  be  laid  of  rails 
of  the  kind  in  common  use  upon  street  railroads,  and 
the  same  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  street, 
and  shall  conform  to  the  grade  as  it  now  is,  or  as  it  shall 
be  from  time  to  time  established  or  altered.  And  said 
grantees  shall  keep^the  surface  of  the  street,  inside  the 
rails  and  for  one  foot  outside  thereof,  in  good  and  proper 
order  and  repair. 

§  3.  The  said  grantees  and  their  associates  shall  not 
be  authorized  to  lay  said  tracks  in  the  dity  of  Oswego, 
without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  comtQon  coun- 
cil of  the  dty  of  Oswego,  nor  shall  they  be  authorized 
to  lay  the  said  track  in  the  town  of  Scriba,  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  of  highways 
in  said  town. 

§  4.  The  cars  to  be  used*  on  said  roads  shall  be  drawn 
by  horses,  and  shall  be  rna  as  often  as  the  public  interest 
may  reqnire. 

§  5.  One  mile  of  the  road  herein  authorized  shall  be 
completed  within  tbree  years  from  the  paas^se  of  this 
act,  and  five  years  sluiU  be  allowed  within  which  to  build 
the  remainder.    In  case  the  whole  is  not  completed  with- 
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in  five  years,  the  rights  and  privileges  Conferred  by  this 
act  shall  cease  as  to  that  part  so  remoiDing  unmade. 

^  6.  No  greater  amount  than  five  cents  shall  be  charged  R^«  of 
jMi^ngers  for  riding  any  distance  under  one  mile  over  &i^°^ 
this  road,  and  for  any  distance  over  one  mile,  ten  cents 
may  be  charged  for  each  passenger. 

§  7.  Said  grantees  and  their  associates  are  hereby  ^jr^lSr 
required,  within  six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  f^^^^ 
set,  to  organize  as  a  corporation  under  the  general  rail-  aet.'^ 
road  act,  passed  April  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty,  and  such  corporation  when  so  formed  shall  have 
the  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  the 
said  act,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  except  the  following 
sections  or  any  amendments  thereof,  namely :  The  twenty- 
seventh,  thirty-first,  thirty-fourth  (as  far  as  relates  to  the 
transportation  of  property),  thirty-seventh,  thirty-eighth, 
thirty-ninth,  fortieth  and  foily-fourth,  and  excepting  also 
as  to  the  number  of  associates  and  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  to  be  subscribed,  as  required  by  the  first  and  sec- 
ond sections  of  the  said  act.    The  said  corporation  shall  Annual  re. 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  State  Engineer  and  Sur-  ^  ' 
veyor  of  its  business  and  affairs,  in  such  manner  and 
form  as  he  shall  require. 

§  8,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  laying  out,  opening  and 
grading  a  public  road  or  highway  in  the  town 
of  Flushing,  Queens  county. 

Passed  May  6, 1869;  three^fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorJe^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

SEonoir  1.  All  that  certain  strip,  piece  or  parcel  of  Deserip- 
land  in  the  town  of  Flushing,  Queens  county,  eighty  feet  J^|„ 
in  width,  the  center  line  of  which  strip  runs  and  is  des-  i^ins* 
cribed  as  follows,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  oh  the 
whtherly  side  of  Irving  Place,  in  said  village  of  Flush- 
ing, nearly  forty  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly  bounda- 
7  of  land  of  Draper;  thence  nearly  in  a  straight  line 
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through  the  land  of  Lynch,  Macdonald,  Mann  and 
others,  to  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the  road,  running, 
from  Jamaica  avenue  opposite  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Townsend,  to  the  Newtown  and  North  Hempstead  road)

Passed  May  6,  1869 ;  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  repreaented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Drainage        SECTION  1.  Ezra  Dutton,  William  Dornfeldt,  Joseph 
?on^r     D.  Loveland,  Martin  Bush,  John  Miller  and  Lewis  S. 
Payne,  shall  be  commissioners  for  draining  the  low 
Landf  to     lauds  iu  the  town  of  Wheatfield,  in  the  county  of  Niag- 
ara.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to 
smvey      causc  a  map  and  survey  of  said  low  lands  to  be  made, 
b^iMdS/^  exhibiting  the  number  of  acres  in  each  and  every  of  the 
several  separate  tracts  of  land  which  in  their  judgment 
will  be  benefited  by  such  drainage,  together  with  the 
name  of  the  owner  or  occupants  of  said  several  separate 
tracts,  as  far  as  such  names  can  be  ascertained.

§  10.  If  from  any  cause  the  oflSce  of  any  or  all  of  said 
commissioners  shall  become  vacant,  the  county  judge  of 
the  county  of  Niagara,  upon  the  petition  of  any  ten  per- 
sons interested  in  the  completion  of  said  work,  setting 
forth  the  fact  of  such  vacancy  and  the  cause  thereof  duly

Seoon  L  Chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  Repeal, 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  is  hereby 
repealed 

§  2.  Seotion  nine  of  title  four  of  chapter  forty-eight 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  is  here- 
by amended  so  as  to  riei^d  as  follows: 

§  9.  The  said  trustees  sh^ll  likewise  have  power  to  Repair  and 
cause  the  sidewalks,  streets  and  highways  within  said  IS^V'of' 
Tillage,  to  be  leveled,  raised,  graveled,  planked  and  re-  iSf'^'" 
paired,  and  the  sidewalks  ornamented  with  trees,  and  to  gj®s^- 
compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  lands  or  lots  treet.

§  7.  The  police  constable  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  in  criminal  and  in 
civil  coses,  cognizable  by  the  police  justice,  as  constables 
in  the  town  of  Boonville,  and  shall  sive  his  security  in 
the  same  manner,  but  to  be  approved  by  the  president, 
and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  village. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  his  especial  dutj^  to  arrest  any  and  all 
persons  in  the  village  guilty  of  any  crime,  misdemeanor, 
or  offense  against  the  peace  or  good  order  of  society,  and 
take  them  before  the  police  justice,  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law.  The  police  constable  shall  also  be 
bound  to  take  strict  notice  of  any  unnecessary  noise  or 
disturbance  in  the  streets  or  other  places  in  the  village, 
particularly  in  the  night  time;  to  admonish  offenders, 
and  if  the  offense  be  of  sufficient  magnitude,  to  arrest 
them  and  take  them  before  the  police  justice  to  answer 
for  the  offense.  He  shall  also  act  as  watchman  in  the 
night,  whenever  the  trustees  require  it. 

§  9.  The  president  of  said  village,  the  trustees  and 
each  of  them,  or  the  police  constable,  shall  have  power 
and  are  hereby  authorized,  at  any  and  all  times  to  arrest 
or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  per- 
sons who  shall  sell  strong  or  spirituous  liquors  and  wines 
within  the  limits  of  said  village,  contrary  to  law;  all  hab- 
itual  drunkards,  all  persons  found  intoxicated  in  the 
streets  or  public  place  of  said  village,  or  engaged  in 
quarreling  and  fighting,  or  immoderate  riding  and  driv* 
ing,  or  doing  anything  calculated  to  injure  or  endanger 
persons  and  propeity  in  any  of  the  streets  or  other  pub- 
lic place  of  said  village,  Jn  addition  to  those  persons 
enumerated  in  the  first  section  of  title  fifth,  chapter 
twentieth  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  deemed  disorderly  persons;  and  the 
said  officers  shall  have  power,  with  or  without  process, 
while  in  pursuit  of  such  disorderly  person,  to  enter  or 
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cause  to  be  entered  any  building  or  place  within  the 
limits  of  the  said  village,  and  arrest  or  cause  to  be 
arrested  any  such  disorderly  person  or  persons,  and  shall 
take  them  forthwith  before  the  police  justice  of  said  vil- 
lage to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  case  the  police  justice,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  Dutyof 
holding  court  for  said  police  justice  for  the  time  being  K^Mhil!Jl 
cannot  be  found,  then  the  oflScer  arresting  any  such  "p^"- 
offender  may  detain  him  in  custody,  or  commit  him  to 
the  county  jail  or  any  other  convenient  and  secure  place, 
for  safe  keeping  until  such  justice  can  be  found,  not  to 
exceed  twenty-four  hours,  when  the  officer  shall  imme- 
diately bring  him  before  such  justice,  to  be  tried  as  here- 
inafter provided;  said  officers,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  command  assistance,  and  shall  have  the 
same  powerfor  the  purpose  as  is  given  by  law  to  sheriffs 
in  cases  of  resistance  to  process.

§  2.  The  Sacandaga  river  and  its  tributaries  (above 
the  boom  in  the  town  of  Northampton),  and  including 
what  is  called  West  Branch  or  Piseco  river,  and  East 
and  West  Stony  creeks,  are  hereby  constituted  a  public 
highway  for  the  purpose  of  rafting  logs,  timber  and 
lumber.

AN  ACT  re-appropriating  a  certain  portion  of  the 
income  of  the  United  States  Deposit  Fund  for 
the  benefiit  of  academies. 

Passed  May  7,  1869;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorhy  represented  in 
Senate  and  AssevAly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Begents  of  the  University  are  hereby 
authorized  to  apply  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
of  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  appropriation  made 
by  chapter  eight  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  for  the  instruction  of 
teachers  of  common  schools,  to  the  purchase  of  books 
and  apparatus  for  the  benefit  of  academies,  pursuant  to 
chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately. 
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Chap.  670. 

AN  ACT  for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners 
to  lay  out  a  plan  for  roads  and  streets  in  the 
^  towns  of  Kings  county. 

Passed  May  7,  1869  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Slate  of  Nevo  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows-: 

Section  1.  The  present  supervisors  of  the  towns  of 
New  Lots,  Flatbush,  Flatlands,  New  Utrecht  and 
Gravesend,  in  the  county  of  Kings,  and  William  J. 
Osborne,  chairman  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said 
county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissionei*s  to  lay  out 
a  plan  for  streets  and  roads  in  said  towns. 

§.  The  county  court  of  the  county  of  Kings  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  at  any 
time  in  said  commission  by  death,  resignation,  refusal  or 
neglect  to  seiTe. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners,  when  appointed,  and 
before  acting,  shall  be  first  sworn,  or  affirmed,  before 
some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully 
and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duty  which  shall  de- 
volve upon  them  by  this  act."  They  shall  appoint  a  com- 
petent surveyor  who  shall  make  and  execute  all  requi- 
site surveys  and  maps  under  their  direction. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  shall  plan  and  lay  out 
streets,  roads  and  avenues  in  the  said  towns,  conform- 
ing to  the  avenues  and  streets  and  plan  of  the  city  of 
Brooklyn,  as  now  terminated  at  the  city  line,  as  nearly 
as  may  be  practicable  and  judicious.  They  shall  have 
a  map  made  thereof,  as  decided  upon  by  them,  and 
shall  tile  the  same,  when  completed,  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  Kings  county,  and  they  shall  place  suitable 
monuments  to  indicate  the  several  localities. 

^  5.  The  said  commissioners,  surveyors  or  assistants, 
may  enter,  in  the  day  time,  into  and  upon  any  lands  and 
premises  which  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid.  They  shall  have  exclusive  power  to 
lay  out  streets,  avenues  and  public  places,  of  such  width, 
extent  and  direction  as  they  shall  decide,  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  until  the  adoption  of  such  perma- 
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nent  plan,  no  person  or  persons,  or  officers,  shall  lay  out 
streets  or  roads  in  said  towns,  without  the  consent  of 
said  commissioners  first  obtained,  except  in  cases  where 
streets,  avenues  or  roads  have  been  or  shall  be  autho- 
rized by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  in  which  cases 
such  acts  shall  have  full  power  and  effect,  anything  in 
this  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  After  the  Adoption 
establishment  or  adoption  of  such  permanent  plan,  no  nem^pi!^' 
street  or  avenue  shall  belaid  out  in  said  towns,  or  either  ctc.""^"* 
of  them,  except  in  accordance  with  said  plan  so  adopted, 
and  all  streets  or  avenues  afterwards  opened,  widened 
or  improved,  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  such  permar 
nent  plan  and  the  lines  thereof.  If  any  buildings  shall 
be  erected  on  the  line  of  any  avenue  or  street,  as  laid 
out  on  said  plan  after  the  filing  of  said  map,  no  compen- 
sation shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  thereof  on  the  opening 
of  said  street. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  shall  exempt  the  town  of  Proviso  as 
New  Lots  of  so  much  of  the  operation  of  this  act  as  o?  New*°^ 
relates  to  the  mapping,  which  in  said  town  is  nearly  ^^' 
complete,  excepting  the  territory  situate  or  lying, be- 
tween the  ninth  ward  on  the  north  and  the  town  of 
Flatlands  on  the  south,  which  territory  shall  be  subject 
to  the  action  of  the  commissioners,  and  the  expense

The  charters  as  amended  of  the  Com- 
mercial Mutual  Insurance  Company,  of  the  Atlantic 
Mutual  Insurance  Company,  and  of  the  New  York 
Mutual  Insurance  Company  (each  of  which  companies 
was  heretofore  established  in  the  city  of  New  Yoik), 
having  been  during  the  existence  of  such  charters 
respectively  extended,  such  extensions  shall  commence 
in  each  case  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  exist- 
ing charter,  and  shall  continue  for  the  period  mentioned 
in  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  act  entitled  *'  An  act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  of  iusuratiee  companies," 
passed  April  tenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
and  no  longer  unless  authorized  by  law  or  permitted 
by  the  Legislature  of  this  State.

inhabitants  residing  therein  are  hereby  constituted  and 
declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate  t^  the  name  of 
Port  Leyden.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  capiable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  complaining  and  defending  in  any 
court,  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  power  to  hold,  purchase  and 
convey  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  the  purposes  of 
the  corporation  may  require. 

^  2.  The  said  village,  and  the  persons  and  the  prop- 
erty liable  to  be  assessed  for  highway  labor  therein, 
shall  be, exempt  from  the  juoisdiction  and.  power  of 
commissioner  of  highways  of  the  towns  of  Leyden 
and  Greig. 

TITLE  n. 

SEcnoN  1.  The  officers  of  the  village  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  One  president.  \ 

2.  Four  trustees. 

3.  One  police  justice. 

4.  One  or  more  police  constables: 

5.  A  collector. 

6.  A  chief  engineer  of  the  fihs  didpartment. 

7.  A  treasurer. 

8.  A  clerk. 

9.  A  superintendent  of  the  streets. 

10.  A  fire  warden. 

11.  Three  assessoiis. 

§  2.  At  the  first  election  under  this  act,  a  president 
and  four  trustees  and  a  police  justice  tad  one  collector 
and  one  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  depairtment  and  a 
treasurer  shall  l>e(-el<ect«d  by  the  electors  of  said  viTla^e. 
The  president  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  y«ar  only; 
two  of  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  6ffice  for  one  year 
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only,  and  the  other  two  ehall  hold  their  ojffice  for  two 
years,  and  the  term  for  wbieh  the  person  is  voted  for 
shall  be  designated  on  the  ballot.  At  each  annual 
election  thweafter  a  president  and  two  trustees  shall  be 
eled^ed,  the  president  to  hold  his  office  for  one  year  and 
the  trustees  for  two  years ;  a  ool  lector  iHid  chief  engineer 
of  the  fire  department^  and  a  treasarer,  eaeh  of  which 
are  to  hold  their  office  far  one  year. 

^  3.  Two  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  department  ^^^^^ 
shall  be  elected  anDually  by  the  fire  department  at  their  nwn. 
annual  election. 

^  4.  The  clerk,  police  constables,  street  superintend-  ^^potntire 
ents  and  fire  warden  shall  be  appointed  annnailly  by  the     ^^ 
board  of  trustees. 

^  5.  The  police  justice  shall  hold  hie  office  for  four  Term  of 
years,  to  be  elected  upon  the  same  ballot  with  the  presi-  tkof*^^ 
dent  and  trustees,  and  at  every,  fourth  aoBiial  election 
thereafter. 

§  6»  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act  ^^^^  ^o 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices,  unless  sooner  removed  nnui  aoe- 
or  disqualified,  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  or  q^^y. 
appointed  and  qualified* 

\  7.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  office  under  fjj^^jj*^^ 
this  act,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  file  the  oath  of  create  vii- 
office  herein  required  for  five  days  after  personal  notice  ^^^^^' 
in  writing  from  the  clerk  of  bis  election  or  appointment, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  the  office,  and  his  place 
may  be  filled  as  in  case  of  vacancy,  and  he  shall  foofeit,  Forfeiture' 
for  the  use  of  the  village,  five  dollars. 

§  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  or  appointed  to  any  3SJJJ*JJ': 
office  unless  be  shall  be  at  the  time  a  resident  an^elector  officers. 
of  said  villag)e.    Trustees  must  be  resident  freenolders 
of  the  village,  and  whenever  any  officer  of  said  village 
shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of  said. village,  his  offiee 
shall  thereby  become  vacant. 

^  9.  If  any  vacancy  shall  happen  in  any  elective  office,  vaeaneiee, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  direct  a  ^"^  ^^^^ 
special  election  to  fill  the  same.    Notices  shall  be  put 
npi  and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  man* 
nev  as  annual  elections  are  conducted* 

^  10.  The  treasurer,  collector,  rtreet  superintendentt  offieiei 
police  constable,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  re-  ^*°^  ^ 
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quired  by  iho  board  of  trustees,  shall  severally,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
execute  and  tile  with  the  village  clerk  a  bond  to  the 
village  of  Port  Leyden,  in  such  a  sum  and  with  such 
sureties  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  approve,  condi- 
tioned  that  they  will  faithfully  execute  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
all  moneys  received  by  them  respectively. 

§  11.  The  several  officers  elected  or  appointed  under 
this  act  shall  each,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  take  and  file  with  the  clerk  the  oath  of  office 
provided  by  the  Constitution. 

§  12.  All  inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified  to  vote 
at  town  meetings,  who  have  resided  in  said  village  thirty 
days  next  preceding  such  election,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  for  all  officers  to  be  elected,  and  at  all  elections  to 
be  held  by  virtue  of  this  act ;  but  no  person  shall  vote 
on  any  proposition  to  raise  a  tax  or  appropriate  the 
same  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  be  liable  to  be  assessed 
for  such  tax. 

§  13.  An  annual  election  of  the  officers  of  the  corpo* 
ration  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
March,  at  one  o^clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  continue 
until  sunset  of  that  day,  at  such  place,  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them.  The  first 
election  shall  be  held  *  and  at  least  three  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  next  prior  to  said  election,  by  post- 
ing notices  in  four  conspicuous  places  in  said  village, 
notices  for  the  first  election  to  be  posted  by  the  trustees 
of  said  village ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  village  clerk 
shall  ppeside  as  inspectors  of  said  first  election  and  de- 
clare the  persons  receiving  the  gi*eatest  number  of  votes 
duly  elected,  and  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter, 
notify  them  of  their  election. 

§  14.  The  trustees  shall  be  inspectors  of  election,  and 
one  or  more  of  them  shall  preside  at  such  election ;  and 
in  case  no  trustee  shall  be  present  the  electors  may 
appoint  a  chairman  to  preside.  The  presiding  officers 
at  all  such  elections  are  authorized  to  preserve  order, 
judge  of  the  qualifications  of  electors,  canvass  the  bal- 
lots, and  declare  the  persous  having  the  greatest  number 

*  So  in  the  original. 
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of  votes  elected.  And  tbe  inspectora  shall,  forthwith, 
without  adjourning,  canvass  the  votes  received  by  them, 
and  shall  make  out  and  certify  a  statement  thereof, 
Tvhich  aliall  be  filed  with  the  clerk*  of  the  village. 

TITLE  III. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  meet  at  such  Meeting  or 
places  within  said  village,  and  at  such  times  as  they  "* 
shall,  by  resolution,  direct;  they  may  also  meet  at  any 
time  and  any  place  within,  said  village,  when  called 
upon  for  that  purpose  by  the  president,  or  notified  by 
the  clerk;  and  the  clerk  shall  call  special  meetings  of 
the  board  of  trustees  at  any  time  on  the  written  request 
of  any  two  trustees,  and  all  such  meetings  may  be  ad- 
journed from  time  to  time. 

§  2.  The  president,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  all  Touting 
meetings  of  the  board,  and  shall  have  a  vote  upon  all  ^  ^'' 
questions.     In  his  absence  any  one  of  the  trustees  may 
be  appointed  president  for  the  time.     A  majority  of  the  BotinaM 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  ^^^''^™' 
business. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall   have  management  and  the  ivuateMto 
control  of  the  finances,  and  all  property,  real  and  per*  SnanoM 
sonal,  belonging  to  the  said  corporation,  and  may  keep  {^|>]^p''>p«'* 
all  buildings  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  cor- 
poration insured  against  loss  ordamage  by  tire;  and  said  Mavmakt 
trustees  shall   have  power  and  authority  within  said  ^v-^"^ 
village  to  make,  ordain,  enact,  establish,  publish,  modify, 
amend  and  i-epeal  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  and 
by-laws  for  the  following  purposes :

corporation,  to  appoint  and  empower  night  watchmen, 

and  to  presciribe  their  powers  and  duties. 

3.  To  erect  and  maintain  a  lock-up,  or  designate  a  Loeicup. 
place  of  detention  for  persons  arrested  under  this  act,  or 
under  any  by-law  or  ordinance,  and  to  confine  and 
detain  said  persons  therein. 
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4.  To  apprehend  and  punish  idlers,  vagrants  and  dis^ 
orderly  or  boisterous  or  riotous  or  unruly  persons,  and 
persons  unnecessarily  congregated  on  the  sidewalks  and 
corners,  and  persons  disturbing  any  public  assembly. 

5.  To  employ  an  attorney  or  attorneys  in  the  prose- 
cutions or  defense  of  any  action  by  or  against  this  cor- 
poration, or  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  of  the 
corporation  requiring  professional  skill. 

6.  To  suppress  and  prohibit  gaming  houses,  and  to 
prohibit  the  keeping  of  any  public  billiard  tables,  gaming 
tables  or  bowling  alleys,  and  to  prohibit  all  instruments 
or  devices  for  gaming. 

7.  To  suppress  and  reirtrain  houses  of  ill-fame,  and 
disorderly,  drinking  and  tippling  houses. 

8.  To  prevent  incumbering  the  streets,  squares,  side* 
walks,  cross-walks,  lanes  and  alleys,  with  teams,  car- 
riages, carts,  sleighs,  sleds,  wheel-barrows,  boxes, 
lumber,  ^  timber,  fire*wood,  coal  or  any  other  substance 
or  material  whatever. 

9.  To  prevent  or  regulate  the  erection  or  construction 
of  any  projection  from  or  opposite  any  buildings  in, 
over  or  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks  in  said  vil<- 
lage,  and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  premises. 

10.  To  establish  and  maintain  a  public  potmd,  appoint 
a  keeper  thereof,  and  to  regulate  his  compensation  and 
fees. 

11.  To  restrain  the  mnning  at  large  of  cattle,  sheep, 
horses,  swine  or  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining, 
impounding  and  sale  oi  the  same,  for  the  penalty  and 
costs  of  keeping  and  prodeedings. 

12.  To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets. 

13.  To  erect  and  maintain  fire  engine  houses,  hook 
and  ladder  and  hose  houses. 

14.  To  provide  for  the  purchasing  and  the  repairing 
of  fire  engines,  hooks  and  ladders,  hosd  cart  and  hose, 
and  all  other  necessary  apparatus  belonging  to  the  same. 

15.  To  construct  and  maintain  a  sufficient  number  of 
reservoirs  or  cisterns,  and  supply  them  with  water  for 
fire  engines*  and  generally  for  providing  all  precaution- 
ary and  proper  measures  and  things  to  prevent  and  re- 
move danger  from  fires;  to  provide  for  the  extinguish- 
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ment  of  fires;  aod  for  the  removal  and  protection  of 
property  exposed  to  the  destruction  by  or  injury  from 
fires. 

16.  To  regulate  or  prevent  the  burning  of  tar  barrels  Fireworki, 
or  bonfires,  and  the  firing  of  guns,  pistols,  crackers,  117^  ^te^ 
rockets,  squibs  and  fire  balls;  the  flying  of  kites,  or  any  ^• 
other  act,  amusement  or  practice  endangering  property 

or  having  a  tendency  to  frighten  hoi*8es,  or  auuny  per- 
sons  passing  through  the  streets  or  over  the  sidewalks 
of  said  village.

tant of  the  incorporation  who  shall,  at  any  time  of  any 
fire,  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  president,  or,  in 
his  absence,  the  orders  of  any  trustees  present,  shall, 
for  each  offense,  forfeit  such  penalty  as  shall  be  pro- 
scribed by  the  by-laws,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  offense. 

§  10.  The  trustees  may  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
take  precautionary  measures  to  guard  the  public  health 
in  times  of  pestilence,  and  to  provide  against  infections 
or  pestilential  diseases  when  they  appear  in  the  village, 
by  providing  suitable  places  for  the  temporal  removal 
of  persons  having  such  disease  from  the  populous  parts 
of  the  village,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  incident  to  such 
removal ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to*  appoint  one  or 
more  health  commissioners,  who,  with  the  president, 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  health,  and  phall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  '*  An  act  for  the 
preservation  of  the  public  health,''  passed  April  tenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  in  addition  to  the  powers 
which  may  be  authorized  under  this  act 
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TITLE  IV. 

OF  OFEICEBS  OF  TftB  VILLAOE — ^IHEIB   POWEBS    AND  DU- 
TIES INDIVIDUALLY. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of 
the  board  of  trustees  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  village 
are  faithfully  executed,  and  to  recommend  to  the  board 
such  measures  as  he  may  think  necessary  and  expedient, 
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and,  as  the  head  of  the  police  of  the  village,  he  shall 
maintain  peace  and  good  order.  In  case  the  president 
shall  be  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  in 
consequence  of  sickness  or  absence  from  the  village,  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to 
preside  at  their  meetings,  and  the  presiding  officer  thus 
chosen  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  power  and  perform 
all  the  duties  of  the  president  of  the  village  until  the 
president  shall  resume  his  office  or  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  according  to  law. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  viiia«« 
to  keep  all  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  said  *^**'^' 
village ;  to  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  village 
board  ;  to  keep  a  journal  and  record  the  proceedings  of

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  must,  within  ninety 
days  after  the  annual  meeting,  direct  the  assessors  to

MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS.

A  trustee  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  on  the  auditing  of  any  claim  in  which 
he  has  any  interest.  No  amount  or  claim  shall  be 
audited  or  allowed  by  the  trustees  until  it  shall  have 
been  made  out  in  items,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
an  affidavit  of  the  claimant  that  the  several  iterixs  of  such 
account  or  claim  are  correct,  and  that  no  part  thereof 
has  been  paid.

9*  To  establish,  make,  regulate  and  guard  public  re-  ^^r- 
acrroirs,  pumps  and  wells,  and  to  prevent  unnecessary  pump^  eie. 
^aste  of  water. 

^0,  To  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers  appointed  ^^^^ 
by  the  trustees,  and  their  compensation. 

11.  To  establish  and  organize  a  fire  department,  to  be  EjJJ^^^ 
composed  of  one  or  more  fire  and  hook  and  ladder  com-  Fire  com- 
panies, in  said  village,  the  members  of  which  company  £?2uen. 
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or  oofupanies  shall  be  composed  of  such  number  as  said 
trustees  shall  direct ;  to  regulate  the  management,  use 
and  protection  of  said  Tillage;  to  prescribe  the  powers 
and  duties  of  hose,  hook  and  ladder  companies,  and 
all  members  thereof,  in  any  particulars  the  members 
of  which  shall  always  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  trus- 
tees.

^Ihomas  Rogers,  Henry  Purdy,  James  Steadman,  "**"®"- 
Charles  W.  White  and  Ernest  Hall,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners,  and,  as  such,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
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directed  to  widen,  lay  out,  open,  gra^e  and  work  St. 
Ann's  avenue,  in  the  town  of  Morrisania,  from  the 
waters  of  the  East  river  to  its  terminus  at  the  West- 
chester road  or  turnpike,  and  to  extend  the  said  avenue

The  trea8u^er  shall,  at  least  fifteen  daya  befbto 
each  annual  election,  present  to  the  mayor  a  statement 
showing  the  state  of  the  treasury  as  to  each  fund,  and 
the  several  sums  received  and  paid  oat  during  the  year» 
and  when  received  and  paid,  and  from  whom  and  to 
whom ;  he  shall  also  ])erform  such  other  duties  as  are 
enjoined  on  him  by  this  act,  and  as  may  be  required  of 
him  by  the  mayor  or  common  coundL 

^  24.  The  common  council  may,  by  resolution,  require 
the  treasurer  of  the  city  to  file  such  other  or  further 
bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
accounting  for  and  paying  over  according  to  law  of  all 
moaeys  in  or  coming  into  his  hands  as  such  tneasurer,  as 
the  common  council  deem  advisable  and  neeessary  from 
time  to  time ;  and  a  failure  on  the  purt  of  such  treasurer 
to  file  such  bond  for  the  space  of  five  dajrs  after  person^^

§  25.  The  clerk  shall  attend  and  act  as  clerk  at  all 
meetings  of  the  common  council,  and  record  in  the  pto^ 
per  journals  all  resolutions,  ordinances  and  determina- 
tions adopted,  and  all  elections  and  appointments  to  and 
removals  from  office.  He  shall  also  enter  in  a  book  to 
be  called  **  The  Service  Book^'  a  memorandum  of  the 
time  and  manner  of  service  of  all  notices  served  by  him, 
or  served  by  others  under  his  directions  by  this  act,  or 
hy  MSiy  of  the  ordinances  or  resolutions  of  the  common 
council,  and  of  any  other  acts  of  his  appertaining. to  the 
duties  of  his  office.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road through  Twenty-third  street  in  the  city 

of  New  York. 

Passed  May  10,  1869. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :    •

through,  along  and  upon  Twenty-third  street  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  from  the  North  river  to  the  East  river.

sales  at  auction,  and  the  person  or  corporation  who  shall 
offer  to  pay  into  the  city  treasury  the  largest  sum  of 
money  for  such    right,   privilege  or  franchise,   shall 
receive  from  said  commissioners  a  certificate  that  he  or 
they  are  entitled  to  such  grant,  and  are  authorized  to 
construct,  operate  and  use  the  same  in  accordance  with 
cenifieate,  the  provisious  of  thi3  act.

arrest  all  persons  in  the  actual  commission  of  crime,  mis> 
demeanors,  breaches  of  the  peace  or  violations  of  corpo- 
ration ordinances;  to  execute  all  criminal  process  issued 
by  said  justice  or  justices,  or  by  any  officer  authorized 
to  issue  criminal  process;  to  report  to  the  president  all 
suspicious  persons,  houses  of  ill-fiune,  gaming  houses  and 
all  othier  places  where  idlers,  tipplers,  gamblers  and 
other  disorderly  and  suspicious  persons  congregate,  and 
to  perform  snob  other  duties  from  time  to  time  as  the 
president  of  the  village  may  direct;  they  shall  take  into 
their  custody  any  ana  all  persons  intoxicated,  and  keep 
him  or  them  in  a  proper  place  provided  by  the  trustees; 
any  person  so  arrested  shall  immediately  be  reported  to 
and,  upon  his  becoming  sober,  brought  before  the 
justice  or  other  magistrate  authorized  to  act,  who  shall

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to 
incorporate  the  city  of  Lockport,"  parsed 
April  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

Passed  May  11,  1869 ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neto  York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one,  title  two  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Lockport,"  passed 
April  eleventh,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

^  1.  Hereafter  the  officers  of  said  city  shall  consist  of 
one-  mayor,  one  city  clerk,  one  police  justice,  one  city 
?urveyor,  one  city  attorney,  one  city  treasurer  and  tax 
receiver,  one  chief  of  police,  eight  policemen,  one  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  one  superintendent  of  streets,  one  chief 
engineer  of  the  fire  department  and  two  assistant  engi- 
neei's  t)f  th^  same,  one  fire  marshal  and  one  city  physician^ 
There  shall  also  be  the  following  officers  in  each  ward  : 
two  aldermen,  one  supervisor,  three  inspectors  of  elec- 
tion, one  constable,  one  assessor,  one  fire  warden, 
together  with  such  other  city  and  ward  officers  as  here- 
inafter mentioned.  The  mayor,  police  justice,  treasurer 
and  tax  receiver  and  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  be 
elected  on  a  general  ballot,  to  be  voted  for  by  all  the 
electors  of  said  city  as  hereinat^er  provided.  The  super- 
visor, aldermen,  inspectors  of  election,  and  constables 
in  each  ward  of  said  city,  shall  be  elected  by  the  elect- 
ors of  such  ward  on  one  ballot  at  each  annual  citv  elec- 
tion.  The  officers  of  said  city,  whose '  election  is  not 
herein  provided  for,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commoloi 
council  on  the  nomination  of  the  mayor,  if  they  ooncinr 
in  his  nomination,  and  if  not,  they  shall  appoint  on  the 
nomination  of  any  member  of  the  common  council.

shall  incur  any  liability,  or  make  any  contract  or  con* 
tracts,  or  permit  or  vote  for,  or  authorise,  auditor  allow, 
directly  or  indirectly,  any  expenditure  or  expenditures, 
for  any  of  the  objects  and  purposes  specified,  the  a^re* 
gate  of  which  expenditures  and  of  the  liabilities  under 
such  contracts  shall  exceed  the  sum  apfuropriated  for 
said  purpose,  or  for  aiQr  other  purpose'  or  object  than 
that  herein  specified.  And  the  board  of  supervisors  of 
the  county  of  New  York  are  hereby  prohibited  from 
creating  any  new  office  or  department,  or  increasing  the 
salaries  of  those  now  iu  office  or  their  suocessors,  except 
as  provided  by  acts  passed  by  the  Legislature,  and  ex- 
cepting  that  the  board  of  supervisors  are  authorilsed} 
after  Uie  next  general  election,  to  fix  and  establish  the 
cou^pensation  of  the  surrogate  of  the  city  and -county  of 
New  York  and  the  clerks  of  said  office. 

^  8.  Hereafter  all  estimates  for  the  anticipated  annual 
expenditures  of  all  boards  and  depailments  of  the  county 
government  of  New  York  shall  be  made  in  detail  by  the 
chief  officer  of  every  such  board  and  department,  iu  con- 
nection with  the  mayor  and  comptroller  of  said  oity.  and 
submitted  to  the  IxMU'd  of  supervisors  of  /^id  coun^  at 
the  first  jmeeting  thereof  in  January  of  eacb.y^ar  (  and 
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said  estimate,  whether  acted  4>n  or  not  by  said  board  of 
supervisors,  shall  be  presented  by  the  said  mayor  to 
both  branches  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  and  said  estimates  shall 
be  taken  to  be  the  sole  official  estimates  of  such  boards 
and  departments,  for  such  annual  expenditures  of  the 
year  when  so  presented,  and  to  include  all  e'tpenses  that, 
in  the  opini<m  of  the  said  officers,  are  deemed  necessary.

The  People  of  Che  State  of  Jfew  Yoi%  represented  ih

Section  1.  The  several  amounts  named  in  this  act  are 
hereby  appropriated  and  authorized  to  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Canal 
Department,  for  the  following  purposes.

§  3.  FroQk  and  alter  the  pasaage  of  this  act  all  other 
acts  apd  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  or  repugnant  to 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Chap.  883- 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Green 
Island,  and  fot  other  purposes. 

Passed  May  12,  1869;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorkf  represented  in 
JSeruUe  and  Assemblj/y  do  enact  as  follows:

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  TJticaAiid  Mohawk 
Street  Railroad  Company,  and  to  authorize  the 
city  of  Utica,  in  the  county  of  Oneida,  and 
the  towns  of  Frankfort  and  German  Flats,  in 
the  county  of  Herkimer,  to  issue  bonds  and 
take  stock  therein. 
Passed  May  17,  1869  ;  three-fifths  being  present 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Ifew  Yorkt  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  ce  follows: 

Seciion  1.  Horatio  Seymour,  Francis  Kernan,  John 
C.  Devereux,  John  F.  Hosch,  Philo  Kemington,  John 
W.  Bridenbecker,  John  J.  Francis,  Lorenzo  M.  Taylor, 
Thomas  Richardson,  L.  L.  Lowell,  William  Gates, 
Abram  E.  Culver  and  Arthut*  B.  Johnson,  and  their 
associates  and  assigns  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
coriMmta  rate,  by  the  name  of  the  Utica  and  Mohawk  Street 
Railroad  Company,  and  as  such  are  hereby  authorized 
to  lay,  construct,  operate  and  use  a  railroad  with  one  or 
more  tracks,  and  to  conrey  passengers  and  freight  there- 
on, for  compensation,  from  Genesee  street,  in  the  city 
of  Uticaj  through  and  along  Bleecker  street  in  said 
city,  and  thence  by  such  routes  and  along  such  streets 
and  roads,  or  otherwise  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  ^ 
and  through  the  villages  of  Frankfort  and  Ilion  to  such 
point  in  the  village  of  Mohawk  as  the  directors  of  such 
company  shall  select. 

§  2.  The  rails  to  be  laid  on  said  road  may  be  less  than 
fifty-six  but  shall  not  be  less  than  forty  pounds  weight 
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io  th^  lineal  yard,  and  ehall  be  laid  to  oonfonn  to  the  H<mioi» 
grade  of  the  streets  through  irhieh  said  road  shall  pass 
in  the  said  yMlages  of  Mohawk;  Ilion  and  Frankfort, 
and  the  snd  eity  of  Utica,  as  the  said  streets  now  are 
or  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  be  established  or 
altered.     And  said  rails  shall  be  of  eneh  kind  and  shall 
be  laid  in  snch  manner  as  will  least  obstmet  the  passage 
of  Tehioles  and  earriages  along  the  streets  and  roads 
through  which  said  railroad  shall  pass.    The  cars  to  be  propeiiing  < 
used  on  said  road  shall  be  drawn  by  hinrses,  mules  or  ^^•'* 
steam  dummy  engines,  and  shall  be  ran  as  often  as  the 
public  conyenienee  shall  require.
